RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  minutes  of 
December  3,  1979  meeting. 

President  Taliaferro  opened  nominations  for  the  office  of 
President  for  the  year  1980. 

In  making  a  nomination,  Commissioner  Mayer  cited  President 
Taliaferro  as  "a  president  whose  true  vocation  is  the  advance- 
of  the  arts." 

Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  which 
was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Stern  and  met  with  the  unanimous 
approval  of  the  Commission. 

Resolution  #   1980-^88  Election  of  President 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  re-elect  Ray 
Taliaferro  as  President  for  the  year  1980. 

President  Taliaferro  opened  nominations  for  the  office  of 
Vice-President  for  the  year  1980. 

Commissioner  Beach  submitted  the  following  resolution  which 
was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Newman  and  met  with  the  unanimous 
approval  of  the  Commission. 
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Resolution  #  1980-489      Election  of  Vice-President 
RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  re-elect  Alfred 
Frankenstein  as  Vice-President  for  the  year  1980. 

President  Taliaferro  said  that  he  had  received  word  from  the  Governor's 
office  that  the  San  Francisco  Urban  Fair  is  now,  as  of  January  1st,  "a 
legal  entity"  which  has  a  commitment  from  the  State  of  $483,000  (horse- 
racing  revenue)  and,  as  a  fair  occuring  yearly,  it  constitutes  a  new 
State  agency  whose  Board  will  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  by  February  1st. 

President  Taliaferro  said  that  Proposition  13  has  resulted  in  the  elimina- 
tion of  all  art  teachers  from  the  elementary  and  middle  schools  in  San 
Francisco.   According  to  State  law,  the  only  discipline  mandated  for 
education  is  physical  education.  President  Taliaferro  requested  the 
District  Attorney  to  draft  an  initiative  for  the  November  ballot.   It  is 
expected  to  receive  great  support  from  the  National  Association  of  Music 
Merchants  and  a  network  of  200,000  people  affiliated  with  the  arts  who 
will  be  contacted  for  their  signatures  this  spring.   The  language  of  the 
proposition,  called  the  "Quality  of  Life"  initiative,  will  follow  verbatim 
that  of  the  physical  education  law,  except  that  "physical  education"  will 
be  substituted  with  "art  education."  President  Taliaferro  asked  the  Com- 
mission for  a  resolution  to  endorse  the  effort. 

Commissioner  Beach  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Stern  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 
Resolution  #   1980-301  Endorsement  of  Quality  of  Life 

Initiative,  November  1980  Ballot 
RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  endorse  the  "Quality  of  Life" 
Initiative,  mandating  art  education,  for  the  November,  1980,  Ballot. 

DIRECTOR'S     Presented  by  Joan  Ellison,  Acting  Director 
REPORT: 

Ms.  Ellison  expressed  her  appreciation  to  the  Commission  for  her  appointment 
as  Acting  Director  for  the  next  three  months. 

Budget :    A  meeting  of  the  newly  formed  Management  Council  has  been  called 
by  Rudy  Nothenberg  for  Thursday,  January  10th.   One  of  the  items  for  dis- 
cussion is  to  be  the  budget  process  for  fiscal  year  I98O-81.  As  soon  as 
more  information  is  available,  a  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee  will  be 
called  to  discuss  the  budget  of  the  Commission. 

A  letter  has  been  received  from  the  City  Attorney's  office,  advising  the 
Commission  to  include,  in  its  budget  a  sum  of  $18,000  to  cover  City  Attorney 
fees. 

Commissioner  Beach  queried  on  whether  the  Art  Commission  is  obliged  to  use 
the  services  of  the  City  Attorney  exclusively.  Both  Ms.  Ellison  and 
President  Taliaferro  responded  that  it  is  so  obliged. 

Commissioner  Newman  said  that  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  utilizes  the  services 
of  not  only  the  City  Attorney  but  also  those  of  a  group  of  outside  consult- 
ing attorneys  whose  recommendations  are  subject  to  the  counsel  of  the  City 
Attorney.   He  felt  the  Art  Commission  should  look  into  this  for  its  own 
benefit. 
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Ms.  Ellison  said  that  she  would  check  on  this  matter. 

Pops  Concerts:     Director  Ellison  said  that  information  on  the  Pops 
soloists  has  still  not  been  received;  agents  have  been  away  during  the 
holiday  season.  A  tentative  budget  for  the  Pops  will  be  submitted  next 
month.  Ms.  Ellison  presented  a  floorplan  of  the  seats  and  proposed  to 
generate  more  revenue  by  re-scaling  the  house,  prices  for  the  table  seats 
to  be  $8  ■-  $7  -  $6  (these  prices  still  being  below  the  prices  of  other 
events  in  the  city). 

Commissioner  Beach  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 

by  Commissioner  Stern  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 

Resolution  #   1980-^90  Increase  in  Prices  of  Tickets  for  Table 

Seats,  Pops  Concerts 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  prices  of  the  tickets

STREET  ARTISTS  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

President  Taliaferro  commended  the  Street  Artists  Program  staff  for  their 
project  of  awarding  quality  arts  and  crafts  during  the  Christmas  season. 
An  awards  ceremony  had  been  held  at  Justin  Herman  Plaza,  and  the  eleven 
honored  artists  -  the  first  to  receive  the  awards  -  had  been  asked  to 
present  their  works  to  the  Art  Commission  at  this  meeting.  Among  the 
artists  who  appeared  was  Pedar  Ronning,  the  winner  for  overall  excellence 
in  craft  (jewelry)  and  display.   (The  name  of  this  artist  was  omitted  from 
the  list  in  the  minutes  of  December  3,  1979.)   Commissioners  Nemerovski 
and  Stern  asked  that  a  newspaper  feature  be  written  on  the  awards  show. 

Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
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by  Commissioner  Beach  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 
Resolution  #1980-311  Recommendations  of  Street  Artists 

Program  Committee 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  accept  and  approve  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Street  Artists  Program  Committee  regarding  certification  of 
applicants  as  outlined  in  the  attached,  Items  I  through  IV. 

President  Taliaferro  described  the  necessity  for  the  revisions  of  the 
revocation  procedure  and  for  the  standardization  of  penalties.   He  and 
Commissioner  Mayer  commended  the  staff  for  drafting  the  "Street  Artist 
Violation  Code."  The  Commissioners  explained  how  the  staff  had  reviewed 
the  history  of  penalties  handed  down  by  the  Advisory  Committee  and  Street 
Artists  Program  Committee  and  had  organized  the  system  into  categories  of 
violations,  the  stiff est  penalties  being  for  the  sale  of  illegal  merchandise. 

Commissioner  Patri  questioned  whether  the  standardization  and  procedures 
were  promoting  a  "bureaucracy."  Commissioner  Nemerovski  answered  that  she 
had  asked  for  a  standardization  long  ago,  since  it  will  be  used  as  a 
reference  and,  in  truth,  will  simplify  the  entire  revocation  process. 

Commissioner  Beach  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 

by  Commissioner  Mayer  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 

Resolution  #  1980-512  Revision  of  Revocation  Procedure  and 

Standardization  of  Penalties 
RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  accept  and  approve  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Street  Artists  Program  regarding  revision  of  the  revocation 
procedure  and  standardization  of  penalties  for  violations,  as  outlined 
in  the  attached  Item  V  and  Violation  Code.

Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Swig  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission.

Commissioner  Nemerovski  mentioned  that  in  1982  there  will  be  a  major 
public  sculpture  show  involving  the  Museum  of  Art  -  a  temporary  exhibit 
with  provision  for  future  selection  of  permanent  displays.   The  Commis- 
sioner raised  the  question  of  whether  the  Art  Commission  will  have  to 
decide  on  the  placement  of  these  sculptures. 

Director  Ellison  said  that  when  she  presented  the  Orpheum  Mural  project 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  their  acceptance  of  funds,  several 
Supervisors  had  expressed  interest  in  being  kept  informed  of  the  develop- 
ments of  the  various  ongoing  art  projects  in  the  Civic  Center  area. 

Commissioner  Patri  said  that  it  would  be  wise  to  check  with  the  Landmarks 
Board  concerning  the  Art  Commission's  jurisdiction  over  the  placement  of 
sculpture  in  Civic  Center. 

Commissioner  Stern  asked  if  any  of  her  colleagues  have  attended  the  Charter 
Revision  meetings,  as  the  meetings  have  dealt  with  the  elimination  of  over- 
lapping jurisdiction. 

Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Brown  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission.

NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS  PROGRAM 

Financial  Development  Plan  for  NAP:     President  Taliaferro  said  that  he 
felt  that  two  Commissioners  are  needed  to  study  the  plan,  particularly  the 
proposal  for  developing  "Friends  Of  ..."  organizations.   Discussion  must 
be  held  on  all  components  of  the  proposed  plan.  A  study  should  be  made 
on  the  relationships  of  such  organizations  with  the  NAP  and  the  Art  Commis- 
sion.  He  asked  that  Commissioners  Swig  and  Nemerovski  meet  with  the  staff; 
the  Commissioners  consented. 

Commissioner  Swig  requested  the  involvement  of  Commissioner  Stern,  as  this 
Commissioner  had  helped  establish  the  "Friends  of  the  Library."  Commis- 
sioner Stern  agreed  to  help. 

The  Committee  will  meet  and  report  back  to  the  Commission. 

NAP  Director  Mark  Denton  said  that  a  coordinating  committee  will  meet  to 
answer  the  "control  questions"  raised.   He  also  said  that  the  "Friends  Of 
..."  groups  are  a  response  to  last  year's  urging  by  President  Taliaferro 
for  a  greater  effort  in  fund-raising. 

Response  to  Request  for  Proposal  from  Rosekrans  and  Broder,  AIA:     Mr. 
Denton  said  that  a  year  ago  the  Art  Commission  authorized  Neighborhood 
Arts  to  work  with  Linda  Rhodes  to  develop  a  master  plan  for  the  Phase  I 
renovation  of  Western  Addition,  Mission  Cultural,  and  South  of  Market 
Cultural  Centers. 

Ms.  Rhodes  said  that  the  contract  will  be  made  with  the  Director  of  Public 
Works,  and  that  the  City  Attorney  is  expected  to  complete  the  draft  in 
the  next  two  weeks.   She  outlined  the  scope  of  the  project,  which  includes 
a  preliminary  structural  evaluation  (compiling  preliminary  evaluations  of 
each  building,  identifying  structural  deficiencies,  recommending  methods 
of  improvement,  preparing  preliminary  cost  estimates),  master  planning 
(reporting  existing  mechanical  and  electrical  systems,  preparing  drawings 
and  strucural  analyses  of  each  building),  and  Phase  I  construction  (pre- 
paring design  development  drawings,  contract  documents,  updated  cost 
estimates) . 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Brown  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
Commission.

President  Taliaferro  read  a  letter  from  Wilson  Chang,  Chairman,  San 
Francisco  Charter  Revision  Commission,  and  said  that  he  informed  Mr.  Chang 
that  the  Art  Commission  would  like  to  present  what  it  feels  the  Charter 
should  reflect  concerning  arts  in  the  city.   The  President  said  he  wanted 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  work  from  six  to  eight  weeks  and  to  present  the 
Art  Commission  with  a  position  to  take  to  the  Charter  Commission.   He  said 
that  it  appears  the  Charter  Commission  is  seeking  to  consolidate  the  arts 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  one  agency. 

Commissioner  Beach  responded  that  such  a  situation  would  promote  a  "czar- 
ist"  agency  and  that  what  is  "marvelous"  about  San  Francisco  "is  our 
diversity." 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  said  that  any  proposal  fostered  by  the  Art  Com- 
mission should  consider  the  existing  agencies  "and  how  the  people  within 
these  structures  would  feel." 

President  Taliaferro  said  that  the  new  committee  would  investigate  two 
areas:  (l)  how  the  present  operation  of  the  Art  Commission  can  be  strengthened; 
and  (2)  what  the  Commission's  relationship  is  with  the  other  art  organiza- 
tions in  the  city. 

President  Taliaferro  appointed  Commissioners  Mayer  (Chairman),  Beach, 
Nemerovski,  and  Vedensky  to  the  Charter  Commission  Committee. 

Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Brown  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission.

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  the  Executive  Director 
to  seek  grants  and  other  sources  of  funding  to  support  the  Art  Commission 
Committees. 
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Commissioner  Nemerovski  reported  her  meeting  wuth  Commissioners 
Taliaferro  and  Vedensky,  during  which  a  draft  was  made  of  the  qualifica- 
tions for  the  job  of  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs.   The  Commissioner  felt 
that  the  job  requires  experience  in  fund-raising,  budget  development, 
public  relations,  and  program  design,  especially  working  with  local, 
state,  and  federal  levels. 

Commissioner  Patri  said  that  when  the  Commission  selects  its  finalists, 
references  -  not  just  resumes  -  should  be  considered. 

Commissioner  Beach  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Mayer  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission.

Commissioner  Patri  asked  that  a  letter  be  written,  reiterating  the  Commis- 
sion's interest  in  cooperating  with  all  agencies  whose  projects  are  sub- 
mitted before  the  Art  Commission. 


Commissioner  Mayer  commended  Director  Ellison  on  arranging  the  participation 
of  the  Civic  Chorale  in  the  Mayor's  Inauguration  ceremonies,  and  further 
stated  the  importance  of  this  kind  of  support  for  the  groups  we  work  with. 


President  Taliaferro  extended  a  formal  greeting  to  the  new  Acting  Executive 
Director,  Joan  Ellison,  and  said  that  "her  duties  will  be  immense,  espec- 
ially during  budget  time";  and  that  Howard  Lazar  will  be  asked  to  record 
the  meetings  and  help  Ms.  Ellison  as  much  as  possible. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  4:20  p.m.

1)  Notice  of  Alleged  Violation  of  Certification  (NAVC)  is  given  to  Street 

Artist  on  the  street  (or  mailed  in  the  event  it  is  reported  by  an- 
other method). 

2)  NAVC  is  reported  to  Program  office. 

3)  Program  sends  a  letter  to  the  Street  Artist  notifying  him/her  of  Program's 

receipt  of  NAVC  and  stating  the  options  available  to  the  artist  (see 
sample  letter): 

A.  For  violations  which  do  not  involve  the  craft  specifically,  the 
artist  may  serve  a  standard  penalty  as  stated  in  the  list  of  Violation 
Penalties  (see  attached  list ) ; or, if  the  artist  feels  so  inclined, 
he/she  may  appeal  the  NAVC  to  the  Street  Artists'  Program  Committee 

of  the  Art  Commission. 

B.  For  violations  which  involve  the  craft,  such  as  a  criteria  violation 
or  the  question  of  whether  or  not  an  item  is  handmade,  a  hearing  with 
the  Advisory  Committee  is  mandatory.   The  committee  will  decide  the 
question  of  whether  or  not  there  has  been  a  violation,  and  the  comm- 
ittee's decision,  in  the  form  of  a  recommendation,  will  be  sent  to 
the  Program  Committee  who  shall  determine  the  penalty  to  be  imposed, 
from  the  list  of  Violation  Penalties. 

k)      Included  in  the  above  letter  is  a  form  for  the  Street  Artist  to  return, 
acknowledging  receipt  of  the  letter  and  stating  the  artist's  choice  of 
options  if  he/she  is  entitled  to  same. 

5)  Upon  receipt  of  the  form,  the  Program  office  initiates  one  of  the  following 
actions: 

A.  If  a  hearing  is  mandatory,  the  case  is  filed  until  the  hearing  date 
is  set,  at  which  time  appropriate  notification  is  sent  to  the  artist. 

B.  If  the  artist  accepts  a  standard  penalty,  a  notice  of  the  period 
of  suspension  is  sent  to  these  recipients:   the  artist,  the  police, 
the  Lottery  Committee,  the  Street  Art  Inspectors. 

C.  If  an  appeal  is  requested,  the  artist  is  notified  of  a  date  of  the 
appeal  before  the  Street  Artists  Program  Committee.

CIVIC  DESIGN  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Vedensky 

Promenade  -  Piers  1*4—22  Phase  II 

William  Turnbull,  Architect,  presented  drawings  of  the  project  and  said 
that  there  was  now  a  re-designed  shelter,  stairs,  and  view  platform  at  the 
bend  of  the  promenade.   The  center  section  has  been  revised  as  a  series  of 
step  platforms  and  benches  which  will  relate  to  the  development  of  a 
future  park. 

Mr.  Turnbull  said  that  the  promenade's  railings  have  remained  low  enough 
to  not  obstruct  the  view  of  the  water  from  sidewalk  level. 

Tree  wells  will  be  of  the  same  material  as  the  sidewalk.  Metal  rails  will 
remain  as  before,  with  pickets  six  inches  apart. 

Enhancing  the  promenade's  character  will  be  sycamore  trees  coming  down  to 
the  edge  of  the  wall.  A  pavilion  for  a  bus  stop  will  sit  in  the  lee  of  the 
Agriculture  Building  and  will  be  scaled  down  so  as  not  to  compete  in  size. 
The  pavilion  will  have  concrete  columns  and  a  glass  roof.   The  color  of 
the  metal  frames  holding  the  glass  will  be  derived  from  the  colors  of  the 
Agriculture  Building. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  studied  the  drawings  and  questioned  the  railing 
going  down  the  steps  to  the  water.   The  architect  responded  that  it  will 
be  of  pipe-rail. 

In  the  proposed  park,  it  is  suggested  that  there  be  a  restaurant  at  the 
north  end. 

Mr.  Turnbull  presented  a  model  of  a  J+O-foot  tower  on  the  promenade  and 
said  that  its  materials  were  changed  from  stucco  to  a  surface  of  three 
textures:  smooth  concrete,  sack  concrete,  and  brush  hammer  (at  the  bottom). 
Inside  the  tower  will  be  "stucco  over  steel  frame  and  soft  colors  from 
reds  to  greens  via  oranges  and  blues."  Specific  colors  will  be  tested 
for  their  relationship  with  one  another  but  will  be  basically  muted  in 
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tone.  There  will  be  lights  stop  the  tower  and  recessed  lights  on  the 
underside  of  the  viewing  platform. 

The  color  of  the  light  fixtures  has  not  been  specified;  the  architect 
expressed  the  feeling  that  they  should  be  subdued  so  as  not  in  competi- 
tion with  those  of  Market  Street. 

Commissioner  Patri  clarified  with  Mr.  Turnbull  the  colors  to  be  used: 
there  will  be  a  natural  concrete  at  the  sidewalk  to  give  "a  cool  gray 
feeling."  Bench  will  be  gray  granite,  unpolished;  and  railing  at  the 
view  platform  will  be  gray  granite,  polished.  Exceptions  will  be  the 
interior  of  the  tower  and  the  light  standards. 

Commissioner  Mayer  expressed  disappointment  with  the  loss  of  the  ramp 
for  the  handicapped  and  elderly.   Commissioner  Patri  also  said  that  he 
had  always  stood  for  wide  access  for  the  handicapped  and  elderly,  but 
that  the  size  of  the  ramp  created  too  many  problems.   It  was  suggested 
that  a  study  be  made  of  a  ramp  to  the  lower  viewing  platform  off  the 
Agricultural  Building  Plaza. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Patri  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 
Resolution  #  I98O-  530  Approval  of  Promenade  -  Piers  14-22 

Phase  II 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  Phase  II  of  the  design 
of  the  Promenade  at  Piers  Ik- 22. 

Pier  39  -  Park,  East  Side  Phase  I  &  II 

Mr.  Guthrie,  Landscape  Architect,  presented  a  drawing.   Commissioner 
Vedensky  asked  for  consideration  of  Phases  I  &  II.   The  drawing  showed 
a  storage  addition  to  the  parking  garage  which  allows  for  more  park  area 
at  the  south  end.   There  were  proposed  large  stretches  of  lawn,  much 
sitting  area,  a  wooden  platform  over  the  water,  and  steps  down  for  closer 
contact  with  the  water.   Detailing  is  like  that  of  West  Park,  the  major 
difference  being  that  West  Park  is  essentially  a  paved  surface,  whereas 
in  the  East  Side  Park  lawn  covers  a  great  part  of  the  area. 

It  was  clarified  that  the  trees  along  the  Embarcadero  will  be  sycamore 
which  provides  shade  for  summer  and  bareness  for  winter  to  permit  sunlight 
along  the  walkway.   Sycamores  are  also  used  on  Bay  Street  and  the  West  Park 
now  and  will  be  included  in  the  upcoming  Promenade  at  Piers  1*1—22. 

Developer  Warren  Simmons  said  that  the  settlement  with  the  City  makes  it 
mandatory  for  City  Attorney  Agnost  to  remove  Pier  39 ' s  "Crow's  Nest"  by 
October  31st. 

The  triangle  of  land  known  as  S.W.L.  312  will  contain  redwood  trees,  grass, 
and  a  walkway  to  prevent  trampling  of  the  lawn. 
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Railing  along  the  park  will  be  wooden  with  sloping  top  to  lean  against. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  congratulated  the  architect  for  "vastly  improv- 
ing" the  entire  area. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Frankenstein  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval 
of  the  Commission. 
Resolution  #   1980-531  Approval  of  Pier  39  Park,  East  Side 

Phases  I  &  II 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  Phases  I  &  II  of  the 
design  of  Park,  East  Side  -  Pier  39. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Patri  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 
Resolution  #  1980-332  Approval  of  Storage  Addition  to 

Garage,  Pier  39  Park,  East  Side 

Phase  I 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  Phase  I  of  the  design 
of  the  Storage  Addition  to  Garage  of  Park,  East  Side  -  Pier  39. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  said  that  "this  park  is  a  significant  addition 
to  the  waterfront"  and  asked  Mr.  Simmons  to  bear  in  mind  that  approval  of 
Phase  III  may  be  subject  to  the  issuance  of  a  performance  bond. 

Mr.  Simmons  said  that  the  estimated  cost  of  the  park  is  $^00,000. 

VISUAL  ARTS  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Frankenstein 

In  his  report  on  the  "Society  for  the  Presenrvation  of  Public  Art," 
Chairman  Frankenstein  said  the  Society  wants  to  preserve  the  pioneer 
monument  at  Civic  Center  and  other  works.   The  Commissioner  addressed 
his  comments  to  the  last  paragraph  of  the  first  page  of  the  Society's 
pamphlet  which  states:  "We  assume  that  ...  other  appropriate  City 
officials  will  reserve  the  right  to  participate  in  deciding  which  public 
art  works  are  to  be  preserved.  ..."  Commissioner  Frankenstein  said  his 
Commission  should  have  something  to  say  about  what  is  to  be  preserved 
as  well  as  the  costs  involved.  He  called  for  a  survey  of  priorities. 

Mr.  Banks  Murray  of  the  Society  said  his  organization  would  pursue 
funding  for  the  survey  and  would  make  the  survey  with  information  sup- 
plied by  the  Art  Commission. 

Arts  Program  Director  Elio  Benvenuto  stressed  the  necessity  for  the 
entire  project  to  be  monitored  so  that  the  responsibility  is  shared  by 
both  the  Society  and  the  Art  Commission  (since  the  Commission  is  entrusted 
by  law  with  the  preservation  of  public  monuments).   He  said  the  Society 
needs  a  letter  of  approval  from  the  Commission  in  order  to  attract 
funding.   It  could  be  a  letter  in  the  form  of  either  a  resolution  or  a 
letter  from  the  Executive  Director  or  the  President. 
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Commissioner  Taliaferro  acknowledged  his  Commission's  responsibility 
and  endorsed  the  Society's  proposal.   Since  the  Commission  does  not 
have  staff  or  funds  to  enter  into  the  task  of  preservation,  he  said  he 
would  urge  the  Art  Commission,  at  its  next  meeting,  to  endorse  the  con- 
cept and  to  develop  a  machinery  of  seeking  funding. 

Commissioner  Mayer  asked  the  Society  to  prepare  a  description  of  its 
legal  status. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  said  that  the  Commission  could  subcontract 
with  the  Society  to  perform  the  task  of  preserving  pieces,  depending 
on  the  funding  from  outside  sources.   He  asked  that  the  Society  state 
in  their  completed  booklet  that  some  of  its  members  are  qualified  in  the 
job  of  preserving  art. 

STREET  ARTISTS  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Taliaferro 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Swig  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of 
the  Commission. 
Resolution  #   1980-333  Recommendations  of  Street  Artists 

Program  Committee 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  accept  and  approve  the 
recommendations  of  the  Street  Artists  Program  Committee,  as  listed  in 
the  attached,  Items  I  through  II. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  then  opened  discussion  on  a  request  by  applicant - 
for-certification  John  Scanlon  for  a  hearing/review  of  last  month's  Art 
Commission  Resolution  #  1980-511  (Item  1)  which  denied  him  certification. 
The  Commissioner  stated  that  Mr.  Scanlon' s  case  was  heard  twice  by  the 
Program  Committee  and  that  on  both  occasions  the  Committee  had  recommended 
denial  of  certification  due  to  evidence  of  a  bogus  "certificate"  which 
shows  a  photo  of  Mr.  Scanlon  and  forged  writing  of  the  Program  Director 
and  Executive  Director.   Commissioner  Taliaferro  said  that  the  City 
Attorney  had  informed  him  that  the  evidence  was  sufficient  grounds  to 
deny  certification  but  that  the  decision  was  the  Art  Commission's. 
The  Commission  had  upheld  the  Committee's  recommendation.  Mr.  Scanlon 
had  not  attended  the  meeting  and  had  not  filed  an  appeal  with  the  Board 
of  Permit  Appeals  within  ten  days  of  the  decision.  A  letter  had  been 
received  from  Mr.  Scanlon  requesting  to  come  before  the  Commission  for 
re-consideration  of  the  decision.   Commissioner  Taliaferro  clarified  that 
if  the  Commission  re-affirms  its  decision  in  a  new  vote,  Mr.  Scanlon 
would  have  ten  days  from  this  date  to  file  an  appeal. 

Mr.  Scanlon  said  that  he  had  made  the  bogus  certificate.   He  said  that  he 
makes  jewelry  and  that  there  are  people  on  the  street  who  sell  the  same 
kind  of  jewelry  but  do  not  make  it.   For  three  years,  he  has  been  on  the 
waiting  list  for  a  certificate  to  sell  his  jewelry.   He  said  he  has  been 
arrested  and  fined.  He  said  he  made  the  "certificate"  but  never  used  it; 
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"I  lost  it  and  it  was  turned  in  to  you."  He  asked  the  Commission  for 
"some  understanding  and  compassion."  He  said  he  knew  of  someone  who 
was  caught  using  another  person's  certificate  and  was  later  certified. 
He  said  that  his  jewelry  is  his  living  and  that  he  supports  a  family. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  clarified  that  there  are  a  lot  of  people  on  the 
waiting  list  for  years,  people  who  have  not  manufactured  counterfeit 
certificates  and  have  not  sold  illegally  on  the  street.   He  further  said 
that  the  City  Attorney  had  recommended  that  since  Mr.  Scanlon's  "certif- 
icate" constitutes  a  criminal  offense,  the  Art  Commission  could  pursue 
the  matter  on  that  level.   Instead,  the  Commission  had  chosen  only  to 
pursue  the  civil  end  of  it. 

Commissioner  Swig  moved  to  issue  a  certificate  to  Mr.  Scanlon.   The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Patri  who  asked  for  discussion. 

Commissioner  Mayer  said  that,  as  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee,  he 
had  voted  to  deny  Mr.  Scanlon's  request  because  Mr.  Scanlon's  act  is  one 
of  the  worst  transgressions  against  the  Program.   Mr.  Scanlon,  he  said, 
had  not  addressed  the  Committee's  query  as  to  whether  or  not  he  had  made 
the  document.   The  Committee  had  had  the  option  to  submit  the  document  to 
the  District  Attorney  but  had  chosen  to  refrain  from  doing  so. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  asked  his  fellow  Commissioners  to  give  con- 
sideration to  the  precedent  that  they  may  be  establishing  when  they 
vote  on  this  matter;  and  to  also  understand  that  "policing  the  Street 
Artists  Program  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  tasks  the  Commission  has." 

Commissioner  Swig  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Patri;  the  vote  was  as  follows:  Ayes  -  Swig;  Noes  - 
Taliaferro,  Frankenstein,  Mayer,  Nemerovski,  Patri,  Vedensky.

He  said  his  group  favored  the  present  method  of 
obtaining  permission  because  the  Supervisors  are  elected  by  their  neigh- 
borhoods, many  of  which  would  host  the  fairs.  He  asked  for  the  Art 
Commission's  support.

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  was  held 
on  Monday,  April  7,  1980,  in  the  Commissioners  Room,  Main  Library,  Civic 
Center.   President  Taliaferro  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  2:15  p.m.

founded  the  Mexican  Museum;  and  Robert  LaRocca  (filling  the 
vacancy  of  landscape  architect).  President  Taliaferro  said 
that  there  is  one  position  remaining  for  appointment :  the 
music  member. 

President  Taliaferro  appointed  Commissioner  Rodriguez  as  a 
third  member  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee;  he  will  also  be 
asked  to  serve  on  the  Joint  Committee  on  acquisition  of  art 
for  the  Airport.

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  Minutes  of 
February  4,  1980  meeting,  as  amended  above. 

DIRECTOR'S  Presented  by  Joan  Ellison,  Acting  Director 
REPORT : 

Ms.  Ellison  informed  the  Commission  that  the  proposal  to  change  Charter  Section 
6.400  which  would  eliminate  the  funds  for  the  Symphony  Concerts  and  funds  to 
other  departments,  was  tabled.  This  was  after  contact  had  been  made  with 
Supervisor  Molinari,  President  of  the  Board. 

Ms.  Ellison  asked  the  Commission  to  refer  to  the  material  she  had  sent  them 
which  outlined  proposals  to  generate  revenue  from  the  Visual  Arts  Programs. 
All  departments  have  been  asked  to  seek  ways  of  increasing  or  establishing 
revenue.   Included  in  her  proposal  are  the  following: 

1)  A  $5-00  fee  for  all  artists  who  wish  to  have  their  works  screened  for 
exhibition  in  the  Capricorn  Asunder  Gallery  and  a  10%  charge  of  all 
sales  in  the  Gallery.   The  fees  would  yield  $1,500;  the  10%  charge  is 
an  unknown. 

2)  A  charge  for  installation  of  art  works  in  City  offices:  $25-00  for  the 
first  two  works  and  $12.00  for  each  work  thereafter  plus  the  cost  of 
materials. 

3)  Imposition  of  a  10%  fee  to  other  City  departments  when  the  Art  Commission 
provides  service;  e.g.,  the  Community  Development  Program. 

Discussion  followed.   President  Taliaferro  mentioned  that  last  year  the  Art 
Festival,  in  replacing  the  Jarvis-Gann  cutbacks,  had  had  to  impose  entry  fees 
which  totalled  $12,000. 

Mr.  Robert  Holdeman  of  Artists  Equity  said  that  one  of  the  purposes  of  the  City- 
owned  Gallery  is  to  show  artists'  works  that  cannot  be  shown  by  other  galleries, 
so  long  as  the  works  have  "merit."  He  said  that  this  promotes  "a  free  flow  of 
art  from  artists  to  public."  He  said  that  his  organization  felt  that  the 
proposed  $1,500  in  fees  could  be  derived  from  other  programs  of  the  Art  Commis- 
sion and  appropriated  to  support  the  Gallery. 

Commissioner  Mayer  read  an  excerpt  from  a  letter  of  1976  by  Daniel  Ryan, 
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Museum  Program,  to  Artists  Equity,  which  discussed  "a  poll  tax  on  exhibiting 
artists."  Commissioner  Mayer  said  that  the  proposed  fee  for  slide  presenta- 
tions would  be  "a  situation  in  which  the  losers  support  the  winners."  He  pro- 
posed to  raise  the  $1,500  from  outside  sources  and  invited  the  other  Commissioners 
to  join  him. 

Director  Ellison  clarified  that  the  $1,500  would  not  cover  all  the  expenses  of 
the  Gallery  but  would  aid  in  proper  maintenance. 

President  Taliaferro  said  that  the  Art  Commission  has  been  one  of  the  "slowest 
departments"  to  request  a  levy  of  fees  on  any  of  its  activities.   The  Mayor, 
he  said,  has  insisted  that  the  Commission  impose  fees  for  all  its  services, 
including  technical  assistance  and  the  costume  bank  of  Neighborhood  Arts  Program; 
and  a  fee  schedule  for  the  review  of  architectural  design  has  been  discussed. 

Commissioner  Patri  queried  the  actual  cost  of  providing  service  as  compared 
with  the  proposed  $1,500  Gallery  revenue. 

Ms.  Ellison  said  that  the  Curator  earns  approximately  $9,800  and  is  provided 
by  CETA;  materials  this  year  amounted  to  $2,800  (the  lowest  estimate  for  next 
year  is  $2,000  while  the  highest  is  $2,^00;  the  reduction  will  mean  a  cutback 
on  the  printing  of  catalogues  and  on  painting  of  the  Gallery  between  shows). 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  whether  there  could  be  a  charge  levied  on  the 
public  attending  the  Art  Festival  and  elimination  of  the  entry  fee  for  partici- 
pating artists.   Commissioner  Beach  answered  that  the  cost  of  administering 
such  a  fee  would  be  enormous  since  it  would  necessitate  barriers  and  guards 
all  around  the  Civic  Center  Plaza. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  moved  to  amend  the  Director's  proposal  by  deleting  the 
$5.00  entry  fee  item  and  recommended  pursuing  funding  from  outside  sources. 
She  said  she  would  not  support  the  principle  of  levying  a  fee  on  the  artist. 

Acting  Director  Ellison  said  that  since  the  only  time  the  Gallery  produces  real 
sales  is  during  the  Award  of  Honor  shows,  she  would  prefer  seeing  the  10$ 
item  eliminated  while  retaining  the  $5.00  fee  for  slides  submittals. 

Commissioner  Beach  offered  the  suggestion  of  asking  Artists  Equity  and  other 
interested  organizations  to  contribute  to  an  Art  Commission  fund  to  help  all 
artists. 

Commissioner  Mayer  reiterated  his  request  that  the  Commissioners  join  him  in 
soliciting  funds  to  cover  the  $1,500. 

After  discussion  it  was  decided  to  eliminate  from  the  proposal  the  $5-00  entry 
fee  and  to  retain  the  10$  fee  on  sales. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Mayer  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission.

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  imposition  of  a  $25-00 
fee  for  hanging  two  art  works  in  a  City  office  and  a  $12.00  fee  for  hanging 
each  additional  work;  plus  cost  of  materials. 

Discussion  followed  on  the  imposition  of  a  10%  administrative  fee     covering 
programs  conducted  by  the  Art  Commission  for  other  departments  (e.g.  the  Com- 
munity Development  Program). 

Commissioners  Patri  and  Beach  asked  why  the  fee  was  not  more.   Director 
Ellison  responded  that  since  the  labor  involved  is  covered  by  CETA,  the  fee 
would  be  for  only  additional  costs.   The  10%  fee  is  in  line  with  the  administra- 
tive cost  now  being  charged  by  City  Hall  on  all  grants. 

Commissioner  Patri  asked  whether  the  Commission  could  "charge  what  the  market 
can  bear"  in  order  to  compensate  for  the  $1,500  deficit  of  the  gallery  and  other 
areas. 

President  Taliaferro  concurred  and  said  the  Commission  "should  be  more  aggres- 
sive" in  levying  fees  on  other  departments  as  they  have  done  to  the  Art  Commis- 
sion.  The  Art  Commission  would  serve  notice  in  City  Hall,  and  the  other 
agencies  would  have  to  write  the  Art  Commission  fees  on  a  line-item  basis  in 
their  budgets. 

Commissioner  Patri  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Nemerovski  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 
Resolution  #  1980-555C  Imposition  of  10%  Administrative  Fee  for 

for  Programs  Conducted  for  Other  Departments 
RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  imposition  of  a  10% 
administrative  fee  on  programs  conducted  by  the  Art  Commission  for  other 
departments. 

Pops  Concerts:   Director  Ellison  said  that  there  will  be  seven  concerts  in 
this  year's  season.  Since  the  Art  Commission  did  not  meet  in  March,  Ms. 
Ellison  had  had  to  act  without  Commission  action  in  raising  the  prices  of 
the  upstairs  seats,  ranging  from  500  to  $2.50,  $4.00  and  $5.00.   She  asked 
for  consent.   It  was  pointed  out  that  the  tradition  of  500  seats  has  been 
maintained. 

Commissioner  Beach  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Vedensky  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 
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Resolution  #1980-55^  Prices  of  Tickets  for  Upstairs  Seats 

Pops  Concerts 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  prices  of  tickets  for 
upstairs  seating  at  the  Pops  Concerts  to  be  $.50,  $2.50,  $^.00,  and  $5.00. 

Budget :   The  budget  for  1980-81  was  approved  in  a  recent  Art  Commission 
Finance  Committee  meeting. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Vedensky  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 
Resolution  #1980-555  Approval  of  1980-81  Budget 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  budget  of  1980-81  as 
submitted. 

Director  Ellison  said  that  she  requested  the  California  Arts  Council  for 
guidelines  on  their  various  programs,  with  the  possibility  of  securing 
grant  money  from  CAC. 

Ms.  Ellison  said  that,  at  the  Commission's  Finance  Committee  meeting,  there 
was  discussion  on  the  need  to  find  different  ways  of  funding  and  maintaining 
the  Cultural  Centers.   The  organization  of  "Friends"  of  the  centers  will  aid 
in  this.   As  Mark  Denton,  Director  of  Neighborhood  Arts  Program,  had  discussed 
in  the  material  provided  to  the  Commissioners,  present  funding  levels  can  no 
longer  provide  the  staffing  and  programming  needs  of  the  centers.   Therefore, 
consideration  must  be  given  to  the  possibility  of  other  groups  (i.  e.  "Friends") 
taking  on  the  responsibility  of  running  the  centers  with  the  Art  Commission 
providing  basic  staffing.  This  is  to  be  discussed  with  the  City  Attorney  and 
a  report  given  to  the  Commissioners. 

Ms.  Ellison  also  reported  that  the  Commission  currently  has  77  CETA  positions; 
and  that  Anne  Thielen  put  in  a  request  for  60  additional  positions,  2k   of  which 
may  be  approved  this  spring.

CIVIC  DESIGN  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Vedensky 

Community  Park  -  Knudsen-Bloom  Property  Phase  III 

Chairman  Vedensky  presented  the  design  and  said  that  it  "stands  ostensibly  as 
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as  it  was  when  approved  in  Phase  II." 

Mr.  George  Homsey,  Project  Architect,  said  that  this  was  the  design  as  approved 
by  the  Recreation-Park  Commission  after  thirty  to  forty  community  meetings.  It 
represents  much  input  and  review  from  the  community. 

Commissioner  Beach  asked  if  there  were  any  problems  with  drainage,  since  San 
Francisco  has  had  such  problems  as  well  as  erosion  in  other  parks.   Mr.  Homsey 
replied  that  the  park  was  approved  by  civil  engineers. 

Ms.  Bonnie  Sherk,  Director  of  "The  Farm"  (a  project  adjacent  to  the  park,  in- 
volving people,  animals,  and  plants),  said  that  her  project  attempts  to 
"humanize  the  Bayshore-Army  Street  area,"  and  that  the  Farm  would  like  to  see 
a  few  elements  in  the  park  deleted:  the  pond  in  the  southern  panhandle  ("it's 
a  decorative  feature  and  very  expensive");  and  the  service  roadway  from  the 
freeway  ("it's  dangerous  and  not  necessary  for  exiting  from  the  park").  Ms. 
Sherk  objected  to  placement  of  a  fence  in  the  park.  Mr.  Homsey  replied  that 
it  had  been  requested  by  the  Recreation-Park  Department. 

Mr.  Fred  Reid,  Superintendent  of  Recreation,  said  that  this  project  was 
brought  to  his  Commission  last  April  19th  and  was  approved.   Its  land  usage, 
he  said,  "would  be  in  keeping  with  the  majority  of  the  community  thinking." 
He  said  that  one  of  the  main  problems  of  further  delaying  approval  of  the 
project  is  the  escalating  costs  involved;  the  Land  Acquisition  Program  has 
raised  the  money  and  wants  to  see  the  space  utilized.  Mr.  Reid  also  said  that 
the  fence  was  erected  to  prevent  the  Farm's  animals  from  coming  into  the  park, 
"which  could  pose  a  danger  to  the  people  using  the  park."  Commissioner  Patri 
noted  that  the  proposed  park  panhandle  area  constitutes  9C$  of  open  space  of 
the  Farm;  "the  bulk  of  the  Farm's  space  will  be  taken  away." 

Mr.  Homsey  said  the  area  was  set  aside  for  community  usage,  and  that  the  Farm 
usage  of  the  property  is  under  a  revocable  permit.   He  also  stated  that  the 
service  road  was  requested  by  the  Police  for  patrolling  at  night. 

Alden  Bryant,  Administrator  for  the  Farm,  said  that  1,800  people  signed  a 
petition  in  197^-75  and  400  families  did  the  same  in  1979  to  request  that  small 
animals  be  a  part  of  the  park.   He  called  for  the  removal  of  a  section  of  the 
fence,  a  section  of  the  service  roadway,  a  group  of  trees,  and  the  pond.   He 
said  the  deletions  would  not  hold  up  the  park's  construction. 

Mr.  Mattioni  of  the  East  Mission  Merchants  said  the  park  area  was  city  property 
for  all  the  community. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  moved  to  approve  the  park  as  shown.   This  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  LaRocca  who  said  that  it  is  not  unusual  for  city  parks  to  have 
fence  control  in  certain  areas;  "the  multi-use  space  of  this  park  is  still 
available  ...  the  fence  now  may  come  down  in  ten  to  fifty  years  ...  we  should 
look  at  the  park  in  its  broad  picture  one  hundred  years  from  now.   It's  a  good 
design  as  it  is." 
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Commissioner  Patri  offered  an  amendment  to  the  motion  to  approve  the  project 
as  is,  except  for  the  area  along  the  road  in  the  panhandle  and  around  the  pool, 
removal  of  the  fence  if  legally  possible,  that  this  area  be  left  in  its  natural 
habitat. 

President  Taliaferro  questioned  the  removal  of  the  pond.   Ms.  Sherk  answered 
that  its  design  nature  was  merely  "decorative"  with  a  concrete  bottom  and  was 
non- functional  (it  could  not  be  used  by  people  or  animals);  "I'd  like  to  see 
a  pond  that  relates  more  to  conservation  ...  This  pond  relates  to  a  synthetic 
attitude,  rather  than  a  more  natural  attitude,  of  design.   This  pond  is  an 
applique  pond."  She  called  for  the  incorporation  of  elements  "relating  to  the 
natural  elements  of  the  earth." 

President  Taliaferro  said  that  he  felt  the  pond  does  not  adversely  affect  the 
integration  of  the  Farm  with  the  park.   He  said  he  was  convinced  that  there  is 
a  large  body  of  people  who  want  the  park  but  that  "the  fence  to  me  represents 
a  psychological  barrier  against  integration  of  park  and  Farm.   The  fence  is 
the  most  abhorrent  part  of  the  design." 

Commissioner  Patri  submitted  the  following  amendment  which  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Beach;  the  vote  was  as  follows:  Ayes  -  Taliaferro,  Frankenstein, 
Beach,  Nemerovski,  Patri,  Mayer;  Nayes  -  LaRocca,  Rodriguez,  Vedensky. 
Amendment:  "Deletion  of  all  planting  and  grading  at  the  panhandle  area  east  of 
the  service  road  to  east  property  line,  north  to  the  serpentine  dividing  wall, 
south  from  service  road  along  west  property  line  to  south  property  line.  Elim- 
inate chain  link  fence  at  south  property  line." 

Commissioner  Patri  submitted  the  following  resolution  incorporating  the  above 
amendment,  which  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Beach  and  met  with  the  unanimous 
approval  of  the  Commission.

Chairman  Mayer  further  reported  that  the  Charter  Revision  Commission  referred 
back  to  the  Arts  Task  Force  the  report  that  concerned  the  disposition  of  Hotel 
Tax  monies  in  regard  to  arts  funding.

Chairman  Taliaferro  read  a  letter  he  had  received  from  the  Mayor,  regarding 
use  of  the  cultural  centers.   In  the  letter  she  stated  that  "rooms,  facilities, 
including  any  printing  or  duplicating  machinery,  telephones  or  other  facilities 
and  equipment  should  not  be  used  for  political  purposes."  President  Taliaferro 
said  that  the  Mayor  wanted  the  Commission  to  review  its  policies  on  its  centers. 
The  President  said  that  what  may  be  in  order  was  a  motion  to  reaffirm  the 
Commission's  policy  on  political  activities  in  the  facilities. 

Commissioner  Beach  objected  to  passing  a  resolution  on  reaffirmation.   Commis- 
sioner Nemerovski  also  objected  due  to  the  fact  that  many  political  posters  are 
traditionally  considered  art  work,  and  that  the  First  Amendment  gives  the  artist 
the  right  to  utilize  poster-printing  facilities.   She  cited  the  Legion  of 
Honor's  current  exhibition  of  political  posters. 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Director  Mark  Denton  suggested  that  the  Commission 
re-affirm  its  policy  that  the  cultural  centers  cannot  be  used  for  political 
events,  that  events  must  be  "completely  cultural,"  and  that  equipment  cannot 
be  used  for  political  purposes.   He  also  suggested  that  the  Commission  re-affirm 
its  commitment  to  non-censorship.  This  was  endorsed  by  Commissioner  Nemerovski. 

Mission  Cultural  Center  Director  Alfonso  Maciel  said  that  the  "political" 
events  in  question  could  not  be  considered  "political"  by  Federal  guidelines 
since  they  do  not  affect  the  electorate. 

Rene  Yanez,  Director  of  Galeria  de  la  Raza,  said  he  would  not  like  to  see  a 
line  drawn  over  the  usage  of  a  cultural  center.   He  said  that,  as  a  Director, 
"I'm  not  concerned  with  the  political  views  of  their  works;  I'm  concerned  with 
the  quality."  He  emphasized  his  support  of  the  Mission  Cultural  Center. 

Director  Denton  said  that  the  centers  could  restrict  political  activities 
by  allotment  of  space  and  time  for  such  activities. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  said  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  is  extremely  vital 
and  that  care  should  be  taken  that  "it  be  maintained  at  all  costs."

WHEREAS,    the  passage  of  Proposition   9   will   result  in  a   major 
and  permanent  reduction   in   the  state  General  Fund  revenues;   and, 
WHEREAS,   Such  a   reduction  would  force  significant  cuts  in  pro- 
grams providing  health,    education,    law  enforcement  and  other 
vital   services    (on  both   the  state  and  local   level);   and, 
WHEREAS,    The   two-thirds  of  California   taxpayers  who  earn  less 
than   $20,000  annually  will   have   their  state  income   tax  reduced 
by  an  average  of  only   $14  per  month   under  Proposition   9;      and, 
WHEREAS,    the  overwhelming  majority  of  taxpayers  will   be   forced 
to  pay   increased  fees  for  a   variety   of  public  services  if 
Proposition   9  passes;      and, 

WHEREAS,   Approximately,   one-third  of  the  state  revenue  reduction 
under  Proposition   9  will   not  be  saved  by   taxpayers,    but  will 
instead  go   to   the  federal    government  in   the  form  of  increased 
federal   income   tax  payments;      and, 

WHEREAS,    The  large  surplus  which  had  accumulated  prior   to   the 
passage  of  Proposition   13  in   1978  has  been   used   to  minimize 
the  impact  which   that  initiative  had  on  spending  for  essential 
services;      and, 

WHEREAS,    The  full   effect  of  Proposition  13  will   not  be  realized 
until    that  surplus  is  exhausted;      and 
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WHEREAS,    Further  cuts   in   those  essential   services  will   be 
necessary  as  a   result  of  the  loss  of  the  state  surplus; 
THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED,    that   the  Art  Commission  vigorously 
opposes   the  passage  of  Proposition   9  on   the  June  1980  ballot.

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A  protest  of  the  Art  Commission' s  action  on  changes   to   the  project  as 
presented,    was  given  by  Mr.   Marioni        and  Mrs.   McNeil   of  the  East  Mission 
Merchants  Association . 

Commissioner  Patri   commented  on   the  Commission' s  action   to  remove   the 
fence  separating  the  Farm  from  the  park.      He  said  that  it  seemed  strange 
to   take  an  existing  community  serving  activity,    the  Farm,   and  separate 
it  from  the  Park  by  a   metal   fence. 

Commissioner  Patri   also  noted   that  under   the  action   taken  last  month,    the 
job  could  have  been  put  out   to  bid,   in  order   to  prevent  delays  and 
additional   costs. 

Bonnie  Sherk,    the  Farm,   presented  copies  of  various  petitions   from  the 
community  in   support  of  her  stand  against  inclusion  of  the  fence. 

Commissioner  Mayer  said   that  he  did  not  see  a   substantial   change  in   the 
discussion  of  issues   submitted   today  and   the  discussion  which  took  place 
at   the  meeting  last  month.      He   stated   that  we  voted   to  integrate   the  Park 
with   the  Farm  because   the  Farm  was   there  first.      The  Farm  is  a   work  of  art 
and   the  fence  is  a   desecration  of  this   work  of  art. 

Commissioner  Rosenblatt  questioned   the  Art  Commission' s  jurisdiction  in 
the  matter.      He  said   that  he  did  not  believe   that   the  Art  Commission  has 
jurisdiction  over   the  nature  of  activities  in  a  program  administered  by 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission.      Under   the  Charter   the  civic  design 
responsibility  is   the  concern  of  the  Commission. 

President   Taliaferro  disagreed .      He  said   that  we  consider  function  as  an 
element  of  design  and  subject   to  our  review.      If  we  look  at  a   facility 
that  is  going   to   serve  a  particular  function,    we  have   to   take  into  con- 
sideration  the  function  served  in   that  design. 

Mrs.   Amy  Meyer,    Vice-President   of  Recreation   &  Park  Commission    (represent- 
ing Commissioner  Friend,   President  of  the  Recreation   &  Park  Commission  who 
was   unable   to  attend)    said   that  since   the   Commission   had  given   its  approval 
in  Phase  I  and  II,    she  did  not   think  that   this  was   the   time  for   the 
Commission   to  say  what  function  is  now  that   the  project  had  reached  Phase  III. 
She  asked  if  the  Art  Commission  would  pick  up   the  bill   on   the  costs  already 
incurred  due   to  decisions  handed  down  at  Phase  I  and  II  review.        She   stated 
that   the  Commission' s   decision  was  not  acceptable. 

Chairman  Vedensky  explained   that  Phase  I  entails  schematic  design,   Phase  II 
is  completion  of  design  phase  and  Phase  III  presents  proof  to   the  Commission 
of  what  has  been  accomplished  in   the  previous   two  phases.      He  questioned  why 
these  arguments  were  being  raised  now. 

Mrs.   Mayer  stated   that   the  proposed  design  elements  aid  in   the   uses  of  the 
park,    such   uses  were  based  on  full   community  input. 

Commissioner  Patri   said   that  input  is   "advisory"  and  should  not  be   used  in 
place  of  a   Commission' s  responsibility .      He  also  said   that   the  proposed 
cyclone  fence  was  not  detailed  in   the  Phase  II  submittal   and   that   the  fence 
would  not  make   the  park  or  Farm  any  more  secure,    it  is  merely  a 
"Psychological   barrier".

He  said   that   the  Advisory  Committee  had  labored   "to   tighten   up   the 
slackness  of  the  beadcraft   criteria" ;      their  recommendations  were  sub- 
mitted  to   the  Street  Artist  Program  Committee  who  held  a   lengthy   hearing. 
The  Program  Committee  was  presented   the  recommendations  with   the  pro- 
vision  to  delete  Section   5  and  send  it   to   the  Advisory  Committee  who 
should  meet  with   the  City  Attorney   to  revise   the  language.

He  said   that   the  biggest  change  represented  in   the  new  criteria   is   that 
it  will   attempt   to  stop  the  process  of  buying  wholesale  manufactured 
pendants;      the  Advisory  Committee  is  striving  to  guarantee  more  handi- 
craft in   the  products . 

Commissioner  Mayer  moved  to  adopt  sections  1    through   4  with  provision   that 
the  criteria   be  enacted  in   90  days,    seconded  by  Commissioner  Patri. 

Discussion: 

Street  Artist  Mitchell   Paradine  requested  a   continuance  on   the  matter  due 
to   the  inability  of  the  beadcraft  artists'    attorney   to  be  present  at   this 
meeting.      He  requested  legal   representation  so   that  his  group's   counter 
proposal   language  could  be  incorporated  in   the  Commission' s  decision.

President   Taliaferro  referred   to   the  Mayor's   deletion  of  funds   for   the 
Art  Festival.      He  said   that   the  Festival   -  after  33  years   -  should  not 
die  and   that  every  attempt  should  be  made   to  find  funds.      Traditionally 
the  San  Francisco  Arts  Festival   has  been  one  of  the  few  who  did  not 
charge  entry  fees,   however,    this  has   changed   two   years   ago.

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NEW  BUSINESS 


President   Taliaferro  submitted  an  Examiner  story  of  April   24,    1980  on 
the  Planning  Commission's  proposal    to   the  Charter  Commission   to   transfer 
the  Art   Commission' s  civic  design  review  function   to   the  Planning 
Commission.      According   to   the  story,   Planning  Director  Rai   Okamoto  is 
of  the  opinion   that   "overlaps  of  jurisdiction  have  resulted  in   design 
quality  below  those  of  Planning  Commission  standards"     He  cited   the 
Commission' s   repeated  criticisms  of  the  Pier   39  project  as  a    "worst 
example" . 

President   Taliaferro  said   that  he  brought   this   up   to  let   the  Commission 
know  that  when  Pier  39  was  before   us,    it  was   the  Planning  Commission 
who  passed  a   resolution  giving  up   their  jurisdiction  and  calling  on 
the  Art  Commission   to  exercise  its   jurisdiction  over   the  matter. 
They  called  on   us   to  rectify   their  mistake  in  not  reviewing  the 
project.      To  cite  Pier  39  as   the   "worst  example"  is   the  best  example 
of  Art  Commission  exercising  its  civic  design  responsibility .      "It  is 
a  prime  example  of  our  City's  checks  and  balance  system"   stated 
President   Taliaferro. 

President   Taliaferro  stated   that  he  had  sent   to  Mr.   Okamoto  copies 
of  an   earlier  news  clipping  which  reported   the  Planning  Commission' s 
resolution   urging  the  Art  Commission   to  exercise  its  jurisdiction. 

President   Taliaferro  reported   that  during  the  meeting  with   the  Mayor 
to  discuss   the  budget,    she  had  stated   that   the  program  she  is   "most 
unhappy"   with  is   the  Street  Artists  Program.      She  would  like   to  see  all 
the  street  artists  situated  in  one  central   location,   a   "flea-market"    type 
of  set  up,    removed  from  Fisherman' s  Wharf.      The  Mayor  has  cited   two 
current  problems,      the  artists  illegal  parking  at  meters  all   day   long, 
and   the  economic  suffering  augmented  by  high  rents  at  Ghirardelli 
Square  and   the  Cannery,   while   the  artists  offer  similar  products  at 
lower  prices. 

Commissioner  Mayer  said   that  if  the  Commission  passes   the  recommendations 
on  beadcraft  revision,    there  would  likely  be  less  of  that   type  of 
competitive  items  being  sold. 

President   Taliaferro  affirmed   that   the  Street  Artists  Program  is  not 
an  economic- job  program,   but  an  artistic  program  and   that   the  scope 
of  the  Commission' s  concern  is  artistic .      Nevertheless,    he  said   that 
he  wanted   to  alert   the  Commission   to  look  for  a   site  where  a  major 
Street  Artists  Market  could  be  created. 

Commissioner  Patri   called  for  a   committee  of  the  Commission   to  investi- 
gate areas  of  future  cutbacks  in  funding  of  its  programs. 
President   Taliaferro  felt   this  was  an  excellent  idea   and  suggested  that 
it  might  be  a  good   time   to  reactivate   the  Budget  Committee. 

NAP  Director  Mark  Denton  presented  a   slide  show  on   the  program' s 
activities  which  was   well   received  by   the  Commissioners . 

There  being  no  further  business,    the  meeting  adjourned  at   5:20pm.

I  CAST  JEWELRY 

Must  be  cast  from  the  street  artist's  original  mold,  using 
raw  materials  such  as  silver,  gold,  bronze,  plastic,  clay,  etc. 
Castings  from  commercial  wax  models  or  molds  are  not  acceptable. 

II  FABRICATED  JEWELRY 

Original  designs  must  be  produced  by  manipulating  raw  materials 
such  as  silver,  gold,  bronze,  plastic,  clay,  etc. 

III  STONES  AND  JEWELS 

Must  be  cut  by  the  jeweler  if  presented  simply  affixed  to  a 
post,  stickpin  or  other  commercial  finding.  (See  Lapidary.)  If 
stone  is  set,  mounted  or  affixed  in  cast  or  fabricated  items  which 
have  been  designed  and  made  by  the  street  artist,  the  stone  may 
be  purchased. 

IV  BEADSTRINGING 

Definition:  Objects  with  a  central  hole  which  are  strung  the 
full  length  of  a  flexible  core. 

Any  pendant,  bangle,  hanging  bead  or  other  element  not  strung 
through  a  central  hole  on  said  flexible  core  must  be  made  by  the 
street  artist  (See  Sections  I,  II,  III.)  with  the  following  exceptions: 


a)  a  unique  or  found  object  (i.e.  not  mass-produced) 

b)  a  common  object  used  in  a  different  way  than  its 
intended  purpose 

Beads  cannot  be  sold  as  purchased.  The  street  artist  must  be  able 
to  demonstrate  that  the  final  design  is  different  from  a  purchased 
design. 

Individual   beads  not  made  by  the  street  artist  cannot  be  sold  separately. 

All   earrings  must  qualify  under  Sections   I,   II  or  III. 

V       Jewelry  and  related  items  using  commercially  manufactured  components 
which  do  not  meet  any  of  the  above  criteria  may  be  accepted  if  the 
screening  committee  decides,1  by  H*a*4rodus__recorded  vote,  that  a 
significant  degree  of  creativity  has  been  demonstrated  by  the  street 
artist.

Marshall  Square  Parking  Lot  Phase  I,  II,  III 

Presented  by  Mrs.  Clancey  of  the  Parking  Authority. 

Commissioner  Patri  stated  that  the  reason  this  had  been  brought  to  the  full 
Commission  for  consideration  was  that  the  project  had  already  been  completed 
prior  to  the  Art  Commission  review.  Director  Ellison  had  been  contacted  by 
the  Landmarks  Board  and  had  checked  into  the  matter  with  the  Parking  Authority 
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and  requested  that  they  present  the  project  to  the  Commission. 

The  parking  area  has  been  resurfaced,  a  new  kiosk  and  a  chain  link  fence 
installed.   The  kiosk  has  been  painted  red  and  this  was  objected  to  by  the 
Landmarks  Board. 

Commissioner  LaRocca  commented  that  the  entire  block  is  lined  with  sycamore 
trees  and  one  edge  has  a  chain  link  fence  but  no  planting.   The  Committee 
recommended  the  installation  of  sycamore  trees  to  continue  the  perimeter 
planting  so  that  this  becomes  a  formal  statement  around  the  block. 

The  Committee  also  requested  that  some  trees  be  planted  to  break  up  the 
space  of  the  asphalt  areas.   These  should  be  sycamores.   It  was  also  sug- 
gested that  a  hedge  be  installed  on  the  back  side  of  the  monument  which 
would  provide  a  suitable  backdrop  for  the  monument. 

It  was  felt  that  the  color  of  the  building  was  not  in  keeping  with  the 
general  "low  key"  character  of  the  surrounding  building.

She  stated 
that  the  group  is  very  interested  in  the  project.   Their  next  meeting  will 
be  June  17th  at  which  time  they  will  elect  a  Board  and  a  Chairman  and 
approve  their  by-laws.

CHARTER  REVISION  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Mayer 

Chairman  Mayer  commented  on  the  progress  of  the  report  by  San  Francisco 
State  University  on  art  policies  in  San  Francisco.  He  said  that  the  total 
budget  for  the  project  is  $15,100  ($1^,600  for  the  report,  and  $500  for 
facilitation  of  the  project's  community  workshop).   Of  this  amount,  Chairman 
Mayer  raised  $12,600  -  $5,000  each  from  Chevron  and  the  San  Francisco 
Foundation;  and  $2,600  from  the  Zellerbach  Family  Fund.   The  Commissioner 
asked  for  support  in  raising  the  additional  $2,500. 

President  Taliaferro  lauded  Commissioner  Mayer  for  his  efforts  in  raising  the 
money  in  so  short  a  period  of  time. 

Chairman  Mayer  asked  President  Taliaferro  to  write  a  preface  for  the  intro- 
duction to  the  report.  President  Taliaferro  consented. 

The  study  will  be  available  for  distribution  by  June  17th.   The  Art  Commis- 
sion will  hold  two  public  hearings  at  Fort  Mason  on  June  20th  at  2  p.m.  and 
at  7^30  p.m.*  The  testimony  from  these  hearings  and  the  study  will  form  the 
basis  for  the  Art  Commission's  policy  statement  to  the  Charter  Commission. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  hold  a  special  Art  Commission  meeting  on  June  23rd 
to  formulate  this  policy  statement.  Director  Ellison  shall  set  the  meeting 
and  inform  the  Commissioners. 


All  Commissioners  should  attend  the  public  hearings.   The  Art  Commission 
statement  should  be  presented  to  the  Charter  Commission  by  June  25th. 
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STREET  ARTISTS  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Taliaferro 

At  the  start  of  the  meeting,  President  Taliaferro  remarked  on  the  future 
direction  of  enforcement  procedures  for  the  Street  Artists  Program.   He 
outlined  the  Program's  history  since  its  establishment  in  1972.  At  the 
request  of  the  Police,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  merchant  organizations, 
and  the  artists  themselves,  the  Art  Commission  established  a  procedure  for 
enforcing  many  of  the  street  artist  regulations.  An  Art  Inspector  was  hired 
and  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  policing  the  Program.  Both  the 
Inspector's  role  and  the  Street  Artist  Program  Committee's  job  of  meting 
out  penalties  have  been  "very  difficult."  In  making  decisions  concerning 
certificate  suspension,  the  Art  Commission  has  been  generally  "extremely 
lenient"  but  "this  hasn't  done  much  good"  since  the  Program  Committee 
meetings  have  become  "extremely  stormy." 

In  addition  to  this,  President  Taliaferro  said  that  the  Commission  is  faced 
with  directives  from  the  City  Attorney  to  take  corrective  measures  on  the 
Lottery  and  other  illegal  practices  of  which  the  Commission  has  "consciously 
ignored"  for  years.   He  cited  such  violations  as  "squeezing"  (stands  set  up 
illegally  between  legal  spaces);  non-compliance  with  the  display  of  permits; 
violations  of  the  merchandise;  etc.   According  to  the  President,  when  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  recently  re-marked  the  spaces,  the  Commission 
received  reports  that  these  markings  were  erased  by  artists. 

President  Taliaferro  said  that  his  Commissioners  were  not  jurists,  nor  did 
they  have  staff  to  adequately  police  the  Street  Artists  Program.   After 
consulting  with  the  Mayor  and  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  President  said  that 
to  properly  police  the  Program,  his  Committee  recommends  that  the  Art  Com- 
mission "get  out  of  the  enforcing  business"  and  to  turn  over  the  job  to 
the  Police  Department  and  the  District  Attorney.   The  Art  Commission  would 
continue  to  set  standards  for  the  review  of  work,  screen  the  work,  and 
collect  the  certification  fees.   Offenders  would  be  cited  by  Police  officers 
and  would  come  not  before  the  Art  Commission  but  before  the  judicial  system. 
The  Art  Commission  would  cease  handing  down  decisions  on  suspension  or 
revocation  and  would,  instead,  be  guided  by  court  order. 

President  Taliaferro  said  that  this  would  be  in  keeping  with  the  present 
system  of  all  licenses  from  all  departments  being  enforceable  by  the  Police. 
He  reported  that  Chief  Murphy  had  indicated  to  him  that  he  is  more  than 
willing  to  assume  the  responsibility.   The  President  referred  the  Commis- 
sioners to  a  copy  of  General  Order  No.  139,  dispatched  December  2k,    1975 
by  Police  Chief  Scott,  shortly  after  enactment  of  the  present  street  artist 
laws.   The  General  Order  lists  the  Police  enforcement  of  all  regulations  - 
certification,  display  of  permits,  size  of  setups,  restrictions  of  space, 
lottery  practices  -  "everything,"  said  the  President,  "that  we  as  a  lay 
Commission  have  been  wrestling  with  for  years."  When  the  General  Order  was 
issued,  he  said,  the  Art  Commission  interceded  to  keep  the  Police  out  of  it: 
"It  was  we  who  argued  years  ago  that  the  Police  not  handle  it,  since  it 
was  an  artistic  problem.  ...  But  if  you  attended  the  last  meeting,  you  would 
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have  seen  that  we  have  gotten  nowhere."  He  said  the  Commission  has  done 
the  best  job  given  the  limitations.   Through  the  years,  the  Commission 
has  received  promises  from  attorneys  that  their  clients  would  comply  with 
the  law,  but  they  have  not. 

Commissioner  Beach,  former  Chairman  of  the  Street  Artists  Program  Committee, 
said  that  for  three  years  of  service  on  the  Commission  he  has  felt  that  "we 
were  not  involved  with  problems  of  street  artists  but  with  street  commerce. 
...  it  shouldn't  be  in  our  hands  ...  At  last  it  sounds  like  a  lot  more 
equitable  position  than  we  have  had  before." 

Several  Commissioners  and  artists  asked  President  Taliaferro  whether  a 
determination  will  be  made  on  the  job  of  the  Art  Inspector.  He  responded 
that  the  Police  have  indicated  they  could  use  the  Inspector's  services  in 
making  determinations  on  the  work  being  sold. 

Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Rodriguez  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Com- 
mission. 

Resolution  #1980-617  Approval  of  Police  Assumption  of 

All  Enforcement  Responsibilities 
of  the  Street  Artists  Program 
RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  Police  Department 
to  assume  all  enforcement  responsibilities  concerning  the  Street  Artists 
Program. 

President  Taliaferro  said  a  statement  will  be  forthcoming  from  both  the 
Police  and  the  Art  Commission  concerning  the  new  policy  effective  immediately. 
He  said  his  Commission  would  determine  how  to  handle  its  remaining  cited  cases. 

Attorney  Ephraim  Margolin  asked  to  make  a  statement.   He  said  he  was  "sorry" 
the  Art  Commission  had  voted  on  this  since  the  action  represents  the  first 
Commission  of  its  kind  to  relegate  such  matters  to  the  Police.   He  said  that 
it  was  a  mistake  to  allow  the  Police  the  power  to  give  input  to  art.   He 
suggested  that  jurisdictional  lines  be  set  between  the  two  departments. 

Commissioner  Beach  responded  that  Mr.  Margolin  had,  in  the  past,  "strongly 
argued"  that  the  Art  Commission  "cannot  deal  with  artistic  questions  ... 
I  even  joined  you  and  voted  your  way."  He  then  said  the  matter  was  now 
out  of  the  Commission's  hands. 

President  Taliaferro  clarified  that  the  Police  will  not  make  artistic 
decisions;  and  that  while  Mr.  Margolin  had  said  it  was  unusual  for  an  Art 
Commission  to  relegate  enforcement  matters  to  the  Police,  it  was  highly 
unusual  for  an  Art  Commission  to  mete  out  penalties. 


Revision  of  Beadcraft  Criteria 

Last  month  the  Street  Artists  Program  Committee  had  presented  a  proposal, 
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drafted  by  the  Advisory  Committee,  on  revising  the  criteria  for  beadcraft. 
Several  street  artists  asked  that  the  Commission  hold  over  a  decision  for 
thirty  days  so  that  their  attorney  could  be  present.   President  Taliaferro 
asked  for  a  general  explanation  of  what  the  proposed  changes  would  do. 

Art  Inspector  Carolyn  Broadwell  was  called  upon  to  respond.   She  said  that 
the  major  problem  was  the  sale  of  commercially  manufactured  pendants,  and 
the  Advisory  Committee  had  wanted  to  ensure  that  such  pendants  would  not 
be  the  predominant  items  on  display.   The  Advisory  Committee  had  evolved 
a  change  in  the  criteria  which  was  felt  to  handle  the  problem.   The  staff 
further  worked  on  the  draft . 

President  Taliaferro  said  that  the  basic  core  of  the  Street  Artists  Program 
is  that  items  are  made  by  artists  and  sold  by  the  artists.   The  predominant 
display  and  sale  of  commercially  manufactured  pendants,  he  said,  is  not  in 
keeping  with  the  basic  tenet  of  the  Program.   He  read  the  proposed  guide- 
lines which  he  felt  would  strengthen  the  beadcraft  criteria  and  promote 
creativity. 

There  was  discussion  by  Commissioners  Beach,  Mayer,  and  Taliaferro,  and 
by  Advisory  Committee  Chairman  Toinette  Laurant ,  on  the  definition  of  a 
"bead"  and  whether  or  not  it  necessitates  a  "central  hole."  It  was  said, 
for  example,  that  beads  are  objects  strung  on  a  central  core,  but  that  this 
could  apply  to  pendants  as  well  ...  Or  a  hole  through  an  axis  of  any  point 
represents  a  "central  hole."  Commissioner  Mayer  offered:  "...  objects  which 
are  strung  on  a  flexible  core  ..."  Commissioner  Beach  read  from  a  dic- 
tionary definition:  "...  pierced  for  a  string  or  wire  ..."  and  said  that  he 
could  not  bring  himself  to  vote  to  eliminate  the  pendants  any  more  than  he 
could  eliminate  manufactured  buckles  from  belts. 

Attorney  Margolin  presented  samples  of  beadcraft  which  he  termed  "beautiful" 
and  "of  museum  quality"  and  said  that  the  incorporated  items  in  question 
would  become  illegal  if  the  hole  was  not  placed  through  their  center,  while 
the  same  items  would  be  legal  if  done  so.   He  also  said  that  last  month's 
Commission  decision  to  eliminate  Section  5  of  the  Advisory  Committee's  new 
criteria  has  left  no  provision  for  exceptional  cases.  He  told  the  Commis- 
sion that  it  was  "treading  closely  on  the  definition  of  art  which  you 
cannot  make." 

Mr.  Margolin  proposed  that  manufactured  pendants  be  prohibited  if  they  are 
displayed  alone.   He  also  said  that  the  three  points  of  his  submitted  counter- 
proposal addressed  the  three  major  concerns  of  the  Commission.   In  view  of 
the  recent  decision  to  turn  over  all  enforcement  to  the  Police,  he  said  that 
he  would  not  like  to  see  people  go  to  jail  for  non-compliance  with  the  criteria; 
he  requested  that  the  beadcraft  matter  be  sent  back  to  Committee  for  closer 
study. 

City  Attorney  Steven  Diaz  was  asked  to  comment.   He  advised  that  the  Commission 
not  be  sidetracked  on  whether  or  not  something  is  beautiful  or  is  of  museum 
quality.   He  reminded  the  Commission  that  such  judgments  are  not  within  its 
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ability  since  it  is  a  governmental  entity  which  must  adhere  to  the 
"lawful  purpose"  constituted  by  the  regulations:  street  artists  are 
regulated  to  provide  the  public  with  an  opportunity  to  view  arts  and 
crafts  for  sale.   The  problem,  he  said,  "is  regulating  a  certain  kind  of 
commerce,  not  in  promoting  things  that  are  pretty."  He  advised  the  Com- 
mission not  to  be  swayed  by  what  they  think  people  should  see  for  sale, 
but  to  find  a  mechanical  definition  which  protects  the  legitimate  street 
artist.   The  Commission  can  regulate  what  may  or  may  not  be  sold;  it  cannot 
assess  the  aesthetics  of  what  may  be  sold. 

Street  artist  Mitchell  Paradise  said  that  since  beadstringers  incorporate 
individual  components  in  their  items,  there  is  no  reason  to  assume  that 
any  one  component  is  more  important  than  another.  He  said  that  the  Commis- 
sion's proposed  new  language  "diminishes  the  creative  factor." 

Street  artist  Dolores  Kalom  reminded  the  Commission  of  its  first  meeting  of 
the  year  in  which  several  street  artists  were  congratulated  on  receiving 
awards  of  merit  for  their  work.   She  said  that  the  proposed  guidelines 
would  eliminate  ninety  percent  of  the  items. 

Commissioner  Patri  said  that  the  problem  is  that  the  Art  Commission  has 
been  "far  too  lenient." 

It  was  decided  that  the  Street  Artists  Program  Committee  should  once  again 
review  Mr.  Margolin's  proposal,  and  that  the  matter  would  be  taken  up  at  the 
next  Commission  meeting. 

The  Commission  considered  the  other  recommendations  of  the  Street  Artists 
Program  Committee  meeting  of  May  27th. 

Commissioner  Beach  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 

by  Commissioner  Mayer  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 

Resolution  #1980-6l8  Approval  of  Issuance  of  New  Certificate 

-  Carren  Auster 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  request  by  former 
Certificate-holder  Carren  Auster  for  issuance  of  a  new  Certificate. 

The  second  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  a  policy  on  implementation  of 
the  Street  Artist  Violation  Code,  was  deleted  due  to  the  Commission's  action 
on  enforcement  (Resolution  #1980-617). 

For  the  third  recommendation,  "Certificate  Revocation  Hearings,"  street  artist 
Latifa  Rainbow  appeared  to  waive  her  right  to  appeal  and  to  request  that  her 
suspension  commence  immediately  and  not  in  fourteen  days  which  would  allow 
her  to  file  at  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals.   As  a  similar  request  had  been 
granted  the  previous  month  to  another  artist,  the  Commission  approved  Ms. 
Rainbow's. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
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by  Commissioner  Lafiocca  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
Commission. 

Resolution  #1980-619  Suspensions  of  Certificate  -  Tim  Womack; 

Latifa  Rainbow 


RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  suspend  the  Certificates  of  the 
following  street  artists  for  the  periods  noted: 

a)  Tim  Womack  -  90-day  suspension  (June  16  through  September  13,  1980) 

for  selling  during  period  of  Certificate  suspension  (Street 
Artist  Violation  Code  VIII  amended  from  one-year  suspension); 

b)  Latifa  Rainbow  -  6-day  suspension  (June  2  through  7>  1980)  for  not 

displaying  Certificate  (Street  Artist  Violation  Code  IB;  second 
violation);  suspension  to  commence  immediately  due  to  Ms.  Rain- 
bow's waive  of  right  to  appeal. 


NEW  BUSINESS 

President  Taliaferro  asked  that  a  proposal  be  heard  from  Attorney  Joel  Golub. 

Mr.  Golub  said  he  represented  the  interests  of  four  portrait  artists  who 
work  on  the  sidewalk  of  Leavenworth  Street  at  Fisherman's  Wharf.   He  said 
this  is  the  only  site  where  they  can  set  up  their  easels  due  to  a  general 
absence  of  wind.   At  this  time  there  is  no  lottery  to  assign  the  ten 
Leavenworth  spaces;  his  clients  requested  a  "mini-lottery." 

President  Taliaferro  affirmed  that  there  is  a  problem  with  one  of  the  artists 
on  that  street  who  occupies  the  choicest  location  all  the  time. 

Street  Artists  Program  Director  Lazar  asked  Mr.  Golub  whether,  according  to 
his  understanding,  it  was  true  that  the  Leavenworth  spaces  should  have  been 
included  all  along  in  the  Art  Commission's  regular  Wharf  lottery.   Mr.  Golub 
replied  that  the  law  specifies  the  inclusion  of  the  Leavenworth  spaces  but 
that  they  have  been  omitted  by  the  regular  lottery. 

President  Taliaferro  clarified  that  it  would  have  been  difficult  to  offer  the 
only  satisfactory  portrait-artist  spaces  in  a  lottery  for  non-portrait  artists. 

Commissioner  Swig  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Patri  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 
Resolution  #1980-626  Mini-Lottery  for  Street  Artist  Spaces 

on  Leavenworth  Street  (Wharf) 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  establishment  of  a 
mechanism  for  a  mini-lottery  to  assign  street  artist  spaces  on  Leavenworth 
Street  at  Fisherman's  Wharf. 

President  Taliaferro  asked  that  the  staff  construct  such  a  lottery  with  the 
help  of  Mr.  Golub. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  4:50  p.m.

CHARTER   REVISION   COMMITTEE   and   STUDY  ON  ARTS  POLICY 

President   Taliaferro  expressed  his   great  appreciation   to  Commissioner  Mayer

This   chapter  does  not  address  itself 
to  arts  policy   for   the  City  but  is  primarily  directed   towards   the  Art 
Commission.

NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS  PROGRAM 

Mark  Denton,    Director  of  N.A.P.   presented  a   report   to   the  Commissioners 
which  outlined   the  Mayor's  budget   recommendations.      The   total   allocation 
proposed  for   the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  for  fiscal   1980-81   is   $71,000. 
In   view  of  this  reduction  he  requested  a  resolution  from   the   Commission 
authorizing  formation  of  a  committee   to   raise   $30,000  fxom  corporations. 
He   suggested   this  could  be  an   expansion  of  the  Special   Gifts  Committee 
chaired  by  Commissioner  Patri.

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission   does  hereby  approve   the  formation  of  a 
special   committee   to  expand   the  Special   Gifts  Committee   to  raise   $30,000 
as  an  emergency  measure . 

Commissioner  Swig  expressed   the  opinion   that  a   wide   range  of  businesses 
could  be   "tapped"   for  donations,   possibly  in   the  range  of   $5,000   to 
$10,000;      this  would  be  an  area  of  support   that  has  not  previously  been 
attempted . 

Denton  asked  for  a   meeting  with  Commissioners  Swig,    Nemerovski   and  Patri   and 
Friends  of   the  Arts,    to   establish  a   strategy   to  raise   the  funds   that  are 
required  immediately .      Denton   to  set   this   up. 

Denton  also  discussed   the  need  for  a   full   day  meeting   to  review   the  whole

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  was  held 
on  Monday,  July  7,  1980,  in  the  Commissioners  Room,  Main  Library,  Civic 
Center.   President  Taliaferro  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  2:05  p.m.

President  Taliaferro  welcomed  recently-appointed  Commissioner 
Vernon  Alley  to  his  first  regular  Art  Commission  meeting.   The 
President  then  remarked  on  the  success  of  the  opening  night  of 
the  Pops  Concerts  (Glenn  Miller  night)  which  earned  $22  -  25,000. 
He  said  that  the  sales  for  all  the  concerts  have  been  going 
very  well,  and  he  urged  his  fellow  Commissioners  to  attend.   He 
also  urged  them  to  attend  the  reception  for  the  First  Street 
Artist  Awards  Exhibition  in  the  Capricorn  Asunder  Gallery  on 
July  10th;  300  people  are  expected  at  the  opening. 

The  President  read  a  memo  from  Captain  Ford  of  the  Police 
Department.   The  memo  described  how  the  "fixed  post"  policeman 
in  front  of  City  Hall  must  answer  countless  questions  on  the 
identification  of  City  Hall;  it  seemed  that  a  nameplate  at  the 
entrance  of  the  building  was  in  order.   The  President  submitted 
the  matter  to  the  Civic  Design  Committee. 

The  President  then  informed  the  Commission  of  recent  directives 
from  the  Board  of  Supervisors.   The  Board  has  asked  the  Com- 
mission to  seek  remedial  action  on  the  newsstand  area  in  front 
of  City  Hall  -  perhaps  hold  a  design  competition  for  a  kiosk. 
The  Board  has  also  requested  the  Commission  to  hold  a  hearing 
on  raising  the  street  artist  certificate  fee,  as  the  fee  has 
remained  S20  per  quarter  since  1972.   The  Board  has  requested 
that  it  be  increased  in  order  to  compensate  for  the  expenditure 
of  operating  the  Street  Artists  Program.   The  Commission  is 
expected  to  draft  an  amendment  in  time  for  the  November  ballot.

Director  Ellison  related  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Finance 
Committee  during  which  the  Art  Commission  was  caught  in  the 
midst  of  the  ongoing  communication  problems  between  the  two 
budget  analysts.  A  result  of  the  session  was  the  Supervisors' 
decision  to  place  a  hold  on  $7,000  of  the  Street  Artists  Program 
budget  pending  the  Program's  deposit  of  that  amount  in  the 
General  Fund.   Requisitions  for  the  staff  will  thus  be  issued 
for  ten  months  and  will  be  extended  once  the  increased  certifi- 
cation fee  is  enacted. 


Pops  Concerts: 

Director  Ellison  reported  on  the  successful  Pops  kickoff  in 
Union  Square  with  Turk  Murphy's  band.   The  July  5th  opening 
night  concert  grossed  $25,000  in  ticket  sales  which  was  an 
increase  of  $3,000  over  last  year's  opening  night.   Total 
sales  to  date  are  $98,000;  last  year's  final  total  was  $93,000. 

EOC  Staff: 

The  Economic  Opportunity  Council  has  provided  for  two  senior 

citizens  who  are  now  working  at  the  Commission.

Project  Manager  Donald  Wyler  of  Levi's  Plaza  told  the  Commissioners  that, 
instead  of  seeking  approval  of  the  lighting  at  this  time,  he  would  rather 
take  this  opportunity  to  inform  the  Commission  of  the  plans  for  grading  at 
the  fountain  area  off  Battery  Street.   Next  month  he  will  come  before  the 
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Commission  with  a  formal  presentation  of  the  park  and  will  seek  approval 
of  the  final  design  which  includes  lighting.  (Phases  I,  II,  and  III  had 
been  approved  subject  to  approval  of  lighting.)   No  action  was  required. 

VISUAL  ARTS  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Frankenstein 

Bernal  Heights  Public  Library  -  Mural 

Commissioner  Mayer  called  the  Commissioners'  attention  to  the  mural  project 
at  the  Bernal  Heights  Public  Library  (approved  in  Resolution  #1980-6^1, 
Consent  Calendar).   He  requested  the  artist,  Mr.  Arch  Williams,  to  present 
his  design  to  the  Commissioners  for  their  information.   The  Commissioner 
said  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  was  impressed  with  the  degree  of  com- 
munity involvement  which  resulted  in  the  selection  of  artist  and  design. 

Mr.  Williams  presented  his  sketch  and  said  that  the  theme  is  friendship 
between  the  people  of  Bernal  Heights.   Since  the  residents  wanted  to  see 
their  neighborhood  depicted  in  its  past,  present,  and  future,  the  mural 
will  include  such  scenes  as  the  creation  of  the  Bernal  Heights  Community 
Center  and  the  memorial  of  a  young  man  killed  at  school. 

Commissioner  Mayer  said  that  his  Committee  gave  general  approval  of  the 
design  and  that  what  was  approved  by  the  Commission  does  not  necessarily 
reflect  what  was  passed  by  the  Committee.  Mr.  Williams  will  return  for 
a  second  stage  approval  -  especially  for  color. 

It  was  clarified  that  the  mural  will  be  on  a  cement  exterior.   Commissioner 
Beach  asked  about  "anti-graffiti"  protection.  Mr.  Williams  said  that  while 
the  polymer  paints  have  their  own  sealant,  he  will  investigate  an  "anti- 
graffiti"  sealant  now  on  the  market. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  mural  will  take  two  months  to  complete.  Seven 
youths  are  involved  through  the  Mayor's  office.  Mr.  Williams  submitted 
a  letter  of  endorsement  from  Supervisor  Walker  to  the  Library  Commission. 

Art  Festival  Report 

President  Taliaferro  informed  the  Commission  of  good  news:  there  will  be 
an  Art  Festival.   Last  month  the  Commission  approved  the  concept  of  a 
mini- festival  to  take  the  place  of  the  regular-size  festival  (due  to  an 
absence  of  City  funds).   However,  in  an  attempt  to  save  the  Festival,  a 
meeting  was  called  with  several  craftspeople  associations  to  discuss 
increasing  the  Festival  fees  for  craftspeople.   (Last  year  each  crafts- 
person  paid  $80.)   The  overwhelming  response  from  the  people  attending  the 
meeting  was  in  favor  of  a  fee  of  $150.   In  addition,  to  offset  further  costs, 
other  departments  have  been  asked  to  assist  in  the  area  of  providing  labor 
to  build  the  Festival.   In  view  of  these  accomplishments,  a  mini-festival 
will  no  longer  be  necessary. 
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Commissioner  Beach  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Alley  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission.

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Director  Mark  Denton  reported  that  his  Program 
faces  a  $69,000  deficit  for  1980-81  and  that  the  Commission  has  resolved 
to  raise  funds  from  three  sources:  corporations,  California  Arts  Council, 
and  Hotel  Tax  Fund. 

Director  Denton  requested  authorization  to  apply  to  the  California  Arts 
Council's  Short-Term  Technical  Assistance  Program  for  $5,000  to  cover 
short-term  personnel  costs  to  aid  NAP's  fundraising,  bookkeeping,  long- 
range  planning  and  publicity  skills.

Commission. 

Resolution  #1980-65  Authorization  of  Mark  Denton  to  Apply 

to  California  Arts  Council's  Short-Term 
Technical  Assistance  Program 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  authorization  of  Mark 

Denton  to  apply  to  California  Arts  Council's  Short-Term  Technical  Assistance 

Program  for  $5)000  to  cover  personnel  costs  to  aid  NAP. 

Director  Denton  requested  authorization  for  a  feasibility  study  on  the  costs 
of  using  the  South  of  Market  Cultural  Center  for  public  assembly.  Formerly 
a  machine  company  warehouse,  the  Cultural  Center  building  is  in  great  demand 
as  gallery  and  performance  space.  Because  of  its  warehouse  classification, 
however,  the  Fire  Department  has  said  it  would  have  to  be  brought  up  to  code 
for  public  assembly  usage.   The  proposed  study  would  include  a  structural 
analysis  for  seismic  problems  as  well  as  an  analysis  of  conformity  to  fire 
regulations.   The  study  would  cost  $8,000  (from  revenue  sharing)  and  would 
be  undertaken  by  Rosekrans  and  Broder,  Architects,  and  included  in  their 
master  plan  for  the  centers. 

Commissioner  Swig  questioned  the  practicality  of  such  a  study  at  this  time, 
since  the  study  might  reveal  a  cost  of  renovation  far  beyond  what  the  Com- 
mission could  afford. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  said  that  rental  of  the  space  may  provide  funds  to 
cover  the  costs  of  work  on  the  other  centers.   President  Taliaferro  said 
that  if  the  building  were  brought  up  to  code,  it  could  be  rented  every  week- 
end and  contribute  a  good  portion  of  revenue  for  the  Commission. 

Director  Denton  said  that  authorization  for  the  study  must  occur  now,  as 
Rosekrans  and  Broder  are  completing  their  work. 

Commissioner  Patri  said  that  regardless  of  whether  the  building  could  be 
used  for  public  assembly,  one  purpose  of  the  feasibility  study  is  that  it 
could  help  bring  the  building  up  to  code  for  the  people  presently  using  it. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was 

seconded  by  Commissioner  Patri  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 

Commission. 

Resolution  #1980-653  Feasibility  Study  -  South  of  Market

Director  Denton  submitted  copies  of  an  excerpt  from  CETA  Artists  and  Education, 
An  Evaluation  Report  on  the  Use  of  CETA  Artists  in  San  Francisco  Schools, 
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prepared  for  the  San  Francisco  Foundation  and  The  Zellerbach  Family  Fund. 
The  report  recommends  that  CETA  artists  have  background  understanding  of 
the  learning  processes. 

CHARTER  REVISION  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Mayer 

Chairman  Mayer  told  the  Commissioners  that  Director  Ellison  delivered  the 
Commission's  report  to  the  Charter  Revision  Commission  on  June  25th.   He 
thanked  her  for  being  "an  effective  backup  for  us." 

He  also  said  that  Professor  Schneider  (who  prepared  the  report)  met  with 
Commissioners  Taliaferro  and  Mayer  and  with  Director  Ellison  and  informed 
them  that  there  will  be  a  forthcoming  augmentation  of  the  report,  concern- 
ing the  roles  of  the  Mayor  and  other  key  individuals. 

In  reference  to  the  report,  Commissioner  Nemerovski  was  of  the  opinion 
that  there  was  a  need  for  overall  editing  to  bring  the  report  up  to  a 
consistent  level  of  writing,  rather  than  a  variety  of  levels. 

Commissioner  LaRocca  noted  an  error  in  the  Art  Commission's  recommendations 
on  approval  of  designs  for  all  public  structures,  parks,  and  open  space:  on 
page  2,  the  second  "private"  should  be  "public." 

President  Taliaferro  said  the  report  defended  the  strengthening  of  the  Art 
Commission's  role  in  the  Charter. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Patri  reported  on  the  July  3rd  meeting  of  the  Special  Gifts 
Task  Force  Committee,  attended  by  Commissioners  Taliaferro,  Swig,  and  Patri; 
Anne  Swig  (Friends  of  the  Arts);  and  Joan  Ellison  and  Mark  Denton.   It  was 
concluded  that  this  would  be  an  interim  committee  whose  function  would  be 
guided  by  the  Friends  of  the  Arts.   The  Committee  has  identified  a  series 
of  donors  and  is  awaiting  a  solicitation  letter  from  Mark  Denton  for  its 
usage.   The  Committee  will  attempt  to  reach  those  corporations  who  have  a 
personal  interest  in  the  arts,  rather  than  trying  to  solicit  the  traditional, 
large  corporations.   Since  this  will  be  "a  crash  effort,"  Commissioner  Patri 
asked  all  Commissioners  to  supply  Director  Denton  with  personal  contacts  who 
can  be  added  to  the  list. 

Commissioner  Patri  also  said  that  his  Committee  felt  it  was  important  to  create 
a  coordinating  council  to  work  out  the  relationship  between  the  Friends  group 
and  the  Art  Commission. 

Commissioner  Swig  said  that  amounts  to  be  solicited  should  not  exceed  $5*000 
in  order  to  secure  new  Friends  -  the  middle-level  business  area  -  of  the  Arts. 

Commissioner  Patri  submitted  a  list  of  organizations  who  are  known  by  the 
people  who  attended  the  meeting.   President  Taliaferro  called  upon  the 
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Commissioners  who  were  not  able  to  attend,  to  supply  names  for  the  list. 

Commissioner  Swig  asked  that  all  Commissioners  send  their  letters  on  their 
own  letterhead  and  to  make  calls  shortly  afterward.   The  funds  must  be  in 
hand  by  August  8th.   Commissioners  Swig  and  Patri  asked  that  each  Commis- 
sioner contact  one,  two,  or  three  organizations. 

Commissioner  Swig  reported  that  the  Friends  of  the  Arts  has  signed  its 

articles  of  incorporation.   Its  by-laws  are  currently  being  drafted  and  will 

be  presented  at  the  August  7th  meeting.  At  that  time,  officers  will  be 
elected. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  requested  that  there  be  a  provision  in  the  by-laws 
that  will  prevent  the  organization  from  raising  funds  for  the  performing 
arts  or  the  symphony.   Commissioner  Swig  said  she  will  send  her  a  copy  of 
the  draft  so  that  she  can  have  input. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  proposed  that  MacDonald's  Corporation  be  contacted 
for  a  contribution. 


In  reference  to  the  recommendations  to  the  Charter  Revision  Commission, 
Commissioner  Swig  noted  that  on  page  3,  after  "one  cent  of  $100  assessed 
valuation,"  the  phrase  "in  the  City  and  County"  should  be  added. 

Commissioner  Mayer  asked  that  endorsements  be  sought  from  the  politicians 
who  will  be  voting  on  the  Charter  revision. 


Commissioner  Rodrigues  asked  to  see  photographs  of  the  City  art  collection 
of  the  Airport  Art  Enrichment  Program,  so  that  he  would  know  what  he  would 
be  voting  on.  President  Taliaferro  assurred  him  that  there  are  photos  of 
all  art  purchased  for  the  Airport  and  for  the  General  Hospital. 


Commissioner  Mayer  stated  that  the  Commission  has  $40,000  to  spend  on 
acquiring  art  for  the  Hall  of  Justice.   Since  the  California  Arts  Council 
has  innovative  art  programs,  the  Commissioner  brought  up  the  idea  of  acquiring 
art  work  of  prisoners  to  exhibit  in  the  program.   This  idea  was  discussed 
informally  at  the  last  Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting;  the  Committee  intends 
to  present  it  at  the  next  Commission  meeting. 

Commissioner  Swig  asked  that  the  idea  be  considered  carefully:  it  could  have 
"a  bizarre  quality"  if  it  were  connected  exclusively  with  the  Hall  of  Justice. 
It  may  be  better,  she  said,  to  include  prison  art  throughout  the  city  or  in 
a  travelling  exhibition. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  called  for  the  inclusion  of  prisoners'  art  in  the 
art  enrichment  at  the  Hall  of  Justice. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  ^:15  p.m.

1.   No  beadcraft  component,  whether  pendant,  "bangle,  hanging 
head,  or  centrally  drilled,  may  he  displayed  for  sale 
independently,  or  sold  as  an  independent  item.   All 
components  must  he  displayed  and  sold  as  part  of  a 
finished  item,  for  example:  a  necklace,,  hracelet, 
earring,  or  window  hanging,  etc. 

2..   No  head  craft  component,  whether  pendant,  bangle,  hanging 
bead,  or  centrally  drilled,  can  be  said  to  satisfy 
criteria  for  sales  or  display  if  it  is, merely  displayed 
on  a  headpin  or  stud,  no  matter  how  many  beads  it  is 
surrounded  by.  No  necklace,  bracelet,  earring,  or  other 
item,  can  be  said  to  satisfy  criteria  for  number  of 
varied  components  if  that  number  is  merely  collected  about 
a  component  on  a  headpin  or  stud. 

3.   No  beadcraft  component,  whether  pendant,  bangle,  hanging 
bead,  or  centrally  drilled,  may  be  displayed  for  sale 
as  a  necklace,  bracelet,  earring,  or  other  item,  it  is 
merely  attached  to  or  strung  on  a  plain  rope,  cord, 
manufactured  chain,  or  other  stringing  material  of  any 
kind,  unless  that  rope,  cord,  chain,  or  stringing 
material  is  beaded  end  to  end  as  an  item  specified  in 
number  one,  and  satisfies  all  other  existing  criteria.

DIRECTOR'S   Finance  Committee: 

REPORT       Director  Ellison  reported  that  she  appeared  before  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  with  a  proposal  to  estab- 
lish a  Special  Fund  to  collect  a  fee  on  the  hanging  of  art 
works  in  other  departments  and  a  commission  on  works  sold  in 
the  Capricorn  Asunder  Gallery.   The  Budget  Analyst  said,  however, 
that  it  would  involve  too  high  of  a  cost  in  paperwork,  and  the 
Supervisors  refused  to  pass  it. 

Legislative  &  Personnel  Committee; 

A  request  had  been  submitted  to  authorize  the  Neighborhood 
Arts  Program  staff  as  "Exempt"  thereby  allowing  the  Art  Com- 
mission to  hire  staff  as  required  without  Civil  Service  restric- 
tions.  This  was  tabled  for  six  months  pending  the  outcome  of 
the  proposed  Charter. 

Art  Festival  Fees: 

Director  Ellison  said  that  the  Supervisors  have  approved  the 

increase  in  the  fees  for  the  Art  Festival. 

Pops  Concerts: 

Director  Ellison  reported  that  the  Pops  Concerts,  held  during 
the  previous  month,  enjoyed  their  first  successful  season  in 
many  years.   The  Pops  netted  approximately  $76,000.   This  will 
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allow  payment  of  outstanding  bill's  from  last  year's  series, 
approximately  $25,000;  $25,000  will  be  allocated  to  the 
Neighborhood  Arts  Program  and  the  remainder  for  start-up 
costs  for  next  year's  series. 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program: 

Ms.  Ellison  informed  the  Commission  that  Mr.  Mark  Denton  was 
leaving  his  job  as  Director  of  Neighborhood  Arts  Program;  he 
is  taking  the  position  of  General  Manager  of  the  Oakland 
Ballet.   Mr.  Alfonso  Maciel  will  take  over  as  Acting  Director. 
A  reception  for  Mark  and  Alfonso  will  take  place  in  the  Com- 
mission gallery  following  the  meeting. 

Director  Ellison  said  that  notification  had  been  received 
that  the  Mission  and  Western  Addition  Cultural  Centers  are  in 
violation  of  the  Fire  Code:  there  are  no  proper  exit  signs; 
the  exits  themselves  are  not  up  to  code.   The  Centers  may 
continue  to  operate  with  a  limit  of  ^9  people  in  each.   The 
Master  Plan  will  be  ready  by  the  end  of  September;  at  that 
time,  a  determination  will  have  to  be  made  on  the  process  of 
the  work  required  in  the  Centers.   An  approximate  figure  on 
the  total  renovations  is  $3  -  ^  million. 

NAP  Director  Denton  highlighted  the  areas  of  improvement  for 
which  $500,000  will  be  spent:  (a)  sprinkling  system  (the  top 
priority);  (b)  seismic  requirements;  (c)  proper  exiting  and 
stairways;  (d)  handicap  access  requirements  and  plumbing. 

Blues  Festival  and  Art  Festival: 

Director  Ellison  proposed  that  up  to  $3,000  be  used  for  the  Art 
Festival's  music  performances  if  the  Commission  has  to  make 
a  match  for  funds;  if  it  does  not,  the  money  would  be  used 
to  cover  costs  of  labor.   She  further  proposed  that  $2,000 
be  used  for  the  Blues  Festival  if  the  Festival  is  able  to 
obtain  other  grants.   These  allocations  are  to  come  from  the 
revenue  from  the  Pops.   The  Commissioners  present  expressed 
support  of  these  proposals. 

Commission  Staff: 

Ms.  Ellison  said  that  two  positions  of  the  staff  will  be  filled 
by  Civil  Service  as  of  September  1st:  Junior  Administrative 
Analyst  (Leland  Mellott)  and  Clerk  Stenographer  (Sylvia  Ryugo). 

Ms.  Ellison  said  she  will  be  on  vacation  from  August  15  to 
September  17,  and  that  Howard  Lazar  will  set  up  the  agenda 
and  coordinate  the  meeting  for  next  month. 

VISUAL  ARTS  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Frankenstein 
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VISUAL  ARTS  COMMITTEE  (continued) 

Arts  Program  Director  Elio  Benvenuto  reported  that  Airport  Director  Heath 
and  Museum  Director  Hopkins  have  viewed  the  works  of  the  art  enrichment 
program  at  the  Airport.   President  Taliaferro,  he  said,  will  be  contacting 
Mayor  Feinstein  to  remove  the  ban  on  the  transference  of  money  to  the 
artists  of  the  works. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  said  that  he  would  like  to  arrange  an  exhibit  of 
sketches  and  models  of  the  art  works  for  the  North  Terminal,  at  the  De 
Young  Museum. 

STREET  ARTISTS  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Taliaferro 

Street  Artists  Program  Director  Lazar  presented  copies  of  Bank  of  America's 
Small  Business  Reporter:  The  Handcrafts  Business,  for  which  his  editorial 
assistance  had  been  requested  on  the  section  entitled  "Street  Artists." 
The  publication  cites  San  Francisco  as  "one  city  with  fairly  rigid 
procedures"  and  described  the  Art  Commission's  screening  procedure  and 
requirements,  as  well  as  the  Commission's  ability  to  suspend  or  revoke 
permits  for  violations. 

In  reference  to  the  submitted  list  of  Program  Committee  recommendations, 
Mr.  Lazar  said  that  the  recommendations  on  suspension  will  have  to  wait 
until  the  Commission  meeting  next  month. 

Mr.  Lazar  reported  on  the  current  proposal  before  the  Finance  Committee 
regarding  placement  of  a  measure  on  the  ballot  to  increase  the  certification 
fee.   He  explained  that  last  month  the  Finance  Committee  had  requested  that 
the  Art  Commission  return  with  a  proposal  for  an  increase.   Lazar  had 
scheduled  a  hearing  on  the  matter  with  the  Street  Artists  Program  Committee 
for  July  31st,  but  then  discovered  from  the  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  Board 
that,  in  order  to  meet  the  August  8th  deadline  for  submittal  of  legislation 
to  the  Registrar,  the  matter  had  to  come  before  the  Finance  Committee  on 
July  30th.   (This  eliminated  the  opportunity  for  the  Program  Committee  to 
hold  its  hearing  and  for  the  Art  Commission  to  take  action. )  After  dis- 
cussions with  President  Taliaferro  and  Director  Ellison,  Lazar  submitted 
to  the  Finance  Committee  a  proposal  for  a  $30  fee.  But  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee chose  to  postpone  its  consideration  until  its  next  meeting,  August  6th. 

The  Commissioners  present  expressed  support  of  the  proposed  $30  fee, 
although  no  action  could  be  taken. 

CHARTER  REVISION  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Mayer 

Commissioner  Mayer  said  that  a  supplemental  report  was  requested  of  the 
Urban  Center  by  his  Committee  in  order  to  expand  on  issues  relating  to 
the  Mayor's  role.   The  report  will  go  to  the  printer  this  week. 
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CHARTER  REVISION  COMMITTEE  (continued) 

The  Commissioner  said  that  the  Charter  will  be  signed  at  10:00  a.m.  on 
the  next  day,  August  5th.  He  cited  quotes  from  the  new  passage  in  the 
Charter,  relating  to  the  Art  Commission. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  asked  if  the  new  Charter  provides  for  a  time 
limitation  on  the  Mayor  for  appointing  members  to  the  Commission. 
Commissioner  Mayer  said  that  the  Charter  Commission  had  discussed  it 
but  failed  to  reach  an  agreement . 

NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Taliaferro 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Director  Denton  thanked  the  Commissioners  for 
their  support  through  the  years.   He  then  reminded  them  of  the  August  8th 
deadline  for  raising  $69,000.   He  said  that  preliminary  reports  indicate 
that  the  Publicity  and  Advertising  Fund  will  not  cut  NAP  by  $50,000  but 
by  $20,000;  he  said  that  it  still  leaves  NAP  with  $2^,000  below  the  $69,000 
needed.   He  lauded  the  Special  Gifts  Task  Force  Committee  for  their  efforts 
in  trying  to  raise  funds. 

Commissioner  Swig,  a  member  of  the  Task  Force  Committee,  said  that  upon 
soliciting  Crown  Zellerbach  Corporation,  the  Commission  finds  that  it  will 
have  to  work  through  Charles  Stine's  office. 

Director  Denton  asked  what  could  be  done  about  the  August  8th  deadline. 
Commissioner  Swig  advised  him  to  write  a  letter  to  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office, 
describing  the  project  and  the  efforts  of  the  Special  Gifts  Task  Force  Com- 
mittee in  contacting  various  sources  and  what  their  success  has  been.   The 
letter,  she  said,  should  also  mention  that  on  August  7th  the  Friends  of  the 
Arts  will  adopt  their  guidelines;  the  purpose  of  the  group  should  be  stated. 

Commissioner  Swig  asked  that  the  Friends  of  the  Arts  appear  at  the  next  Art 
Commission  meeting  to  make  a  report;  this  should  be  placed  on  the  agenda. 

NAP  Acting  Director  Alfonso  Maciel  informed  the  Commissioners  that  on 
July  26th  a  meeting  was  held  with  the  Friends  of  the  various  Centers. 
This  was  the  first  step  in  organizing  the  Co-ordinating  Council  of  the 
Friends  of  Community  Arts.  He  read  a  letter  from  Bonnie  Engel,  President 
of  the  Friends  of  Support  Services  for  the  Arts,  inviting  Art  Commissioners 
and  Friends  of  the  Arts  to  attend  a  meeting  on  September  26th  to  formalize 
relations  between  these  groups  and  the  Art  Commission. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  enquired  about  a  preliminary  report  on  the  Pops 
Concerts.   Director  Ellison  stated  that  there  had  been  seven  concerts,  each 
averaging  an  attendance  of  6,000.   The  concerts  netted  approximately  $76,000 
which  will  cover  bills  from  last  year  and  will  leave  $50,000  of  which  $25,000 
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NEW  BUSINESS  (continued) 

will  be  given  to  NAP,  $3,000  to  Art  Festival,  and  $2,000  to  Blues  Festival. 
The  remainder  will  be  retained  for  start-up  funds  for  next  year's  concerts. 
Ms.  Ellison  said  that  a  report  would  be  issued  shortly. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  called  the  Pops  "successful"  and  pointed  out 
that,  until  now,  the  concerts  had  not  been  successful  for  many  years.   He 
said  he  had  been  concerned  because  of  the  changeover  of  directorship; 
however,  he  was  pleased  to  see  the  concerts  had  been  successful. 

Commissioner  Alley  suggested  a  better  seating  arrangement.  Director 
Ellison  explained  that  two  years  ago  the  Commission  had  had  an  architect 
make  a  plan  incorporating  two- foot  tables,  but  the  tables  turned  out  to 
be  two-feet  seven  inches.   She  said  that  she  would  see  to  it  that  the 
seating  would  be  rearranged  next  year.

VISUAL  ARTS  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Frankenstein 

Commissioner  Mayer  reported  that  the  International  Sculpture  Conference, 
which  was  held  last  year  in  Washington,  D.  C,  is  scheduled  to  be  held 
in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  September,  1982.   The  Conference  director 
came  to  San  Francisco  and  met  with  Director  Ellison  and  Commissioners 
Taliaferro  and  Mayer  and  invited  the  Commission's  support  or  participation 
in  the  art  event.  The  Conference  will  be  headquartered  at  The  Oakland 
Museum,  and  its  exhibits  will  be  Bay  Area-wide.   The  exhibits  will  include 
materials  used,  shows  put  on  by  the  Conference  itself,  co-sponsored 
exhibitions  (for  example,  the  Art  Commission  could  sponsor  an  exhibition 
coinciding  with  its  Art  Festival). 

Commissioner  Mayer  moved  that  the  Commission  indicate  its  interest  in, 
and  possible  co-sponsorship  and  participation  with,  the  12th  International 
Sculpture  Conference. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  said  he  wanted  more  information  on  the  nature  of 
the  project. 

Commissioner  Swig  said  it  had  been  a  great  event  in  Washington.   She  was 
surprised  the  Conference  had  not  already  secured  space  in  other  cities. 
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President  Taliaferro  lauded  it  as  a  "wonderful  event"  which  will  contribute 
to  the  culture  of  the  city.  He  said  that,  even  if  there  is  no  financial 
commitment  with  the  Conference,  the  Art  Commission  should  welcome  and 
encourage  the  event. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  considered  the  possibility  of  commissioning 
sculptors  to  participate,  as  was  done  in  a  similar  event  in  Mexico  City. 

Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 

by  Commissioner  Frankenstein  and  met  with  the  unaimous  approval  of  the 

Commission. 

Resolution  #1980-683  Endorsement  of  12th  International 

Sculpture  Conference 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  endorse  the  12th  International 
Sculpture  Conference,  scheduled  for  the  Bay  Area  September,  1982. 

Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  a  proposed  proclamation  on  behalf  of  the 
Goodman  Group,  requesting  the  Mayor  to  facilitate  discussions  and  effect 
a  resolution  between  the  competing  interests  of  the  Goodman  Building. 
He  moved  adoption  of  the  proclamation;  this  was  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Rodriguez. 

Commissioner  Mayer  explained  that  this  issue  had  been  placed  before  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee  several  months  before,  and  that  the  proclamation 
does  not  exactly  reflect  the  action  of  the  Committee  which  had  recommended 
support  of  the  Goodman  Plan.   The  proclamation  would  encourage  the  Mayor 
to  effect  a  dialogue  which,  Commissioner  Mayer  hoped,  would  not  evolve 
into  an  argument  on  the  merits  of  one  program  versus  those  of  another. 
The  proclamation  would  put  the  Art  Commission  on  record  as  endorsing  the 
continuation  of  the  cultural  aspect  of  the  building. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  said  that  the  Commission  should  attempt  to  safe- 
guard the  use  of  the  building  by  artists. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  said  she  did  not  see  how  it  was  up  to  the  Art 
Commission  to  tell  a  buyer  what  to  do  with  his  property  if  he  has  legiti- 
mately purchased  it. 

President  Taliaferro  said  he  had  invited  to  the  meeting  a  representative 
of  the  Redevelopment  Agency.   Mr.  Gerald  Flamm,  of  the  Agency,  said  that, 
at  present,  his  agency  holds  a  land  disposition  agreement  with  the  developer, 
dating  back  to  July,  1977,  and  that  the  developer  has  been  waiting  for 
Redevelopment  to  deliver  the  building  to  him.  The  tenants  have  been 
served  a  thirty-day  notice  effective  October  1st.  Mr.  Flamm  said  his  Agency 
has  a  "legal  and  moral  commitment"  to  the  developer  who  has  submitted 
plans  for  rehabilitation  purposes. 

Mr.  Yamada,  the  developer's  architect,  explained  that  the  building  will 
have  thirty  units  of  subsidized  (Section  8)  housing.   One  of  the  clauses 
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in  the  disposition  agreement  is  that  the  dispossessed  people  of  1973 
will  have  first  priority  in  relocation  of  the  builder's  development. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  asked  why  the  Goodman  Group  has  approached  the  Art 
Commission  at  "the  last  deadline."  Commissioner  Mayer  responded  that 
the  issue  still  exists,  that  the  Commission,  in  the  past,  has  voted 
several  resolutions  of  support,  and  that  this  would  be  one  more  instance 
of  the  Commission  encouraging  the  Mayor  to  effect  a  reconciliation. 

Mr.  Flamm  said  the  Mayor  would  have  to  effect  a  meeting  of  the  minds 
of  the  developer  and  the  Goodman  Group.   Until  that  happens,  Redevelopment 
cannot  change  its  contract;  it  is  legally  obligated  to  deliver  on  the 
present  agreement. 

Commissioner  Swig  maintained  that  the  submitted  proclamation  was  not 
appropriate  for  the  Art  Commission.   She  said  that,  instead,  the  Commis- 
sioners should  write  to  the  Mayor,  indicating  their  support  individually. 
She  said  that  the  proposed  wording  seemed  to  ask  the  Mayor  to  go  against 
the  intentions  of  a  developer  who  purchased  the  property  and  who  may  be 
planning  to  do  what  _he  feels  is  best  for  the  city  -  "our  action  as  a 
Commission  may  be  an  interference  with  the  free  enterprise  system." 

Commissioner  Mayer  said  that  the  proposed  wording  addresses  the  Commis- 
sion's constituency  which  is  the  city's  artists.   Commissioner  Nemerovski 
said  that  the  constituency  is  the  city. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  questioned  whether  the  intent  behind  the  proposed 
resolution  was  due  to  the  fact  that  developers,  in  the  past,  have  done 
away  with  art  places. 

Commissioner  Mayer  said  that,  at  the  last  conference  with  the  Goodman 
Group,  the  conclusion  was  that  "ownership  is  the  only  security  artists 
can  have."  He  pointed  out  that  the  Group  has  managed  to  survive  with 
the  building  for  six  years  and  has  proven  that  it  has  a  viable  development 
program.  If  there  is  some  accommodation  that  can  be  made  between  the 
Group  and  the  developer,  he  said,  he  wanted  to  see  the  Art  Commission 
have  a  part  in  endorsing  it. 

Commissioner  Bransten  said  he  did  not  see  that  the  Commission  has  any 
business  in  influencing  a  developer.   He  said  the  only  right  the  Commission 
has  is  to  approve  whether  a  certain  building  meets  the  artistic  needs  of 
the  city.  For  this  reason,  he  said  he  should  abstain  from  voting. 

President  Taliaferro  said  that  all  members  were  required  to  vote.  He 
called  for  a  vote;  Ayes  -  Taliaferro,  Frankenstein,  Mayer,  Rodriguez; 
Nayes  -  Alley,  LaRocca,  Nemerovski,  Vedensky,  Bransten.

President  Taliaferro  expressed  his  thanks  to  Commissioner  Bransten  for 
MJB's  contribution. 

Director  Maciel  requested  authroization  to  apply  for  various  grants, 
as  submitted. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  LaRocca  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of 
the  Commission. 

Resolution  #1980-688  Authorization  of  Director  Maciel 

to  Apply  for  Grants 


RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  authorization  of 
Director  Maciel  to  apply  for  the  following  grants  for  purposes  as 
described:  $15,000  from  the  Evelyn  and  Walter  Haas  Jr.  Fund,  to  cover 
salaries  of  Mission  Cultural  Center's  Galeria  Museo  Curator,  plus  supplies 
and  publicity;  $50,000  from  the  San  Francisco  Foundation  for  a  Black 
Repertory  Theater  series  at  Bay view  Opera  House;  and  $10,000  from  the 
Levi  Strauss  Foundation,  for  programming  support. 

Director  Maciel  introduced  Architect  Dick  Broder  of  Rosekrans  and  Broder, 
the  firm  engaged  in  submitting  a  master  plan  for  the  Cultural  Centers. 
Mr.  Broder  circulated  a  summary  sheet  on  each  building,  as  well  as  a  time 
schedule  for  completion.   He  said  there  was  a  slowdown  on  Building  #3 
(South  of  Market  Center)  because  the  Fire  Department  had  requested  it  be 
closed  and  used  by  a  limited  occupancy  of  forty-nine.  He  estimated  the 
work  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  October.   He  clarified  that  the  master 
plan  will  include  estimates  of  funds  needed  for  all  the  work. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  the  architect  if  the  first  floor  of  the 
Mission  Center  will  be  glass-filled.   Mr.  Broder  replied  that  it  will 
include  both  glass  and  opaque-filled  material.   Commissioner  Rodriguez 
said  he  was  interested  in  safeguarding  against  glass  breakage.  Mr.  Broder 
said  he  will  return  at  the  next  Commission  meeting  with  an  update  of 
Building  #  3  and  a  master  plan  for  1  and  2.  He  said  that  in  two  weeks 
he  will  have  a  rough  estimate  of  the  cost  of  strengthening  the  roof  of 
South  of  Market. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Before  leaving  on  her  vacation,  Director  Joan  Ellison  asked  that  Howard 
Lazar  submit  two  items  to  the  Commission  for  consideration:  authorization 
of  the  Director  to  expend  $2,000  as  a  contribution  to  the  Blues  Festival; 
and  authorization  to  expend  up  to  $3,000  for  music  at  the  Art  Festival 
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(if  a  match  is  required  by  the  Musicians  Union  Trust  Fund,  but  if 

not  required,  the  monies  to  be  expended  for  labor  costs  at  the  Festival). 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Nemerovski  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval 
of  the  Commission. 

Resolution  #1980-68o  Authorization  of  Director  Ellison 

to  Expend  $2,000  as  Contribution  to 

Blues  Festival 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  Director  Ellison  to 
expend  $2,000  as  a  contribution  to  the  Blues  Festival,  providing  that 
matching  monies  are  obtained  by  the  Festival's  organizers. 

With  regard  to  the  second  request,  Commissioner  Alley  informed  the  Commis- 
sion that,  due  to  late  action  on  the  part  of  staff,  the  Musicians  Union 
had  received  the  Commission's  request  too  late  to  process  a  grant.   He  said 
that  it  takes  two  months  to  process  it  through  the  Union's  New  York  office. 
For  the  future,  he  asked  that  the  Commission  give  the  Union  at  least  two 
months'  notice. 

Commissioner  Swig  noted  that  the  wording  of  Director  Ellison's  proposed 
resolution  was  based  on  a  response  from  the  Musicians  Union;  if  a  grant 
could  not  be  provided  for  music,  the  $3,000  would  be  used  to  cover  labor 
costs.   She  called  for  a  resolution  to  that  effect,  deleting  the  mention 
of  music. 

President  Taliaferro  said  that  the  Festival  is  using  volunteer  labor,  and 
that  Delancey  Street  provided  volunteers  on  the  previous  weekend.  He  asked 
for  volunteers  now. 

Commissioner  Mayer  moved  to  have  the  $3,000  cover  labor;  this  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Alley.   Commissioner  Swig  pointed  out  that  if  someone  were 
to  submit  an  alternate  proposal  for  music,  there  would  be  no  Commission 
funds  for  that  purpose.   President  Taliaferro  proposed  that  a  resolution 
specify  usage  of  the  money  for  "either  music  or  labor."

Commissioner  Nemerovski  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  LaRocca  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of 
the  Commission. 
Resolution  #1980-689  Sponsorship  of  City  Celebration 

Concerts  in  Hallidie  Plaza 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  sponsorship  of  City 
Celebration  Concerts  in  Hallidie  Plaza. 

President  Taliaferro  informed  the  Commission  that  he  had  been  approached 
to  set  up  a  Videotape  News  Archive  on  the  city,  as  contributed  by  the 
TV  stations.   He  said  he  would  write  to  John  France  of  the  Library. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  3:50  p.m. 

After  the  meeting,  the  Commissioners  viewed  a  slide  presentation,  "The 
Tradition  of  Carnaval  in  San  Francisco,"  prepared  by  Ms.  Carol  Wiley  and 
Mr.  Marcus  Gordon.   This  was  a  three-year  retrospective  which  included 
shots  of  the  February  27,  1979  Precita  Park  Parade  and  "Carnaval  80"; 
a  parade  down  Mission  Street  to  Dolores  Park,  culminating  in  a  Festival 
of  music  and  food;  the  costume  bank  and  preparations  for  the  events;  dance 
rehearsals.  Ms.  Wiley  said  that  San  Francisco  is  ideal  for  establishing 
the  Mardi  Gras  and  Carnaval  tradition.   She  said  that  she  will  eventually 
be  requesting  Commission  sponsorship  which  would  facilitate  closing  of 
the  streets  for  the  event.   The  project  is  of  the  Mission  Neighborhood 
Center;  at  present  there  are  four  people  involved  under  a  $3,000  grant. 
It  is  hoped  that  sufficient  funds  will  be  collected  for  the  Program's 
future  organization. 

President  Taliaferro  said  that  the  matter  would  be  taken  up  by  the  Com- 
mission at  the  next  meeting  (at  the  moment,  there  was  no  quorum). 

Ms.  Wiley  said  that  this  year  the  event  will  try  to  attract  commercial 
business  by  using  floats  and  publicity.  Mr.  Gordon  said  that  he  saw  this 
as  a  tourist  attraction  rivalling  New  Orleans.

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  was  held  on 
Monday,  October  6,  1980,  in  the  Commissioners  Room,  Main  Library,  Civic  Center. 
President  Taliaferro  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  2:20  p.m.

PRESIDENT'S    President  Taliaferro  introduced  Commissioner  William  Paterson, 
REMARKS        recently  appointed  by  the  Mayor  to  replace  Commissioner  Scott 

Beach  who  resigned  in  September.   Mr.  Paterson  is  a  veteran  actor 
with  A.C.T.  and  brings  a  wealth  of  expertise  on  the  arts  to  the 
Commission.   The  Commission  enthusiastically  welcomes  Mr.  Paterson. 

President  Taliaferro  announced  the  California  Arts  Council's  State- 
Local  Partnership  Program  that  is  intended  to  decentralize  its 
Partnership  responsibilities  to  the  local  agencies  governing  the  arts. 
President  Taliaferro  called  on  Director  Ellison  to  make  a  report  on 
the  Council's  preliminary  meeting  held  September  30,  1980.  Director 
Ellison  stated  that  the  meeting  was  a  preliminary  planning  session 
coordinated  by  the  Bay  Area  Arts  Service.   The  meeting  was  attended 
by  approximately  50  representatives  of  local  arts  groups.   Input  was 
requested  on  plans  and  suggestions  for  implementation  of  the  State- 
Local  Partnership  Program.   The  program  will  allocate  $12,000  to  each 
designated  agency  to  cover  the  costs  of  formulating  an  arts  plan  for 
the  county.   The  Board  of  Supervisors  had  appointed  the  Art  Commission 
as  the  proper  agency.   A  suggestion  has  been  made  at  the  meeting  to 
set  up  a  committee  of  nine  'community  arts*  representatives  (of  various 
disciplines)  and  one  Art  Commissioner  who  would  review  grant  requests 
and  disburse  the  State-Local  Partnership  monies.   This  suggestion  had 
been  well  received  by  everyone  at  the  meeting. 

President  Taliaferro  stated  that  the  projected  plan  would  need  appro- 
val of  the  Art  Commission,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  finally  the 
California  Arts  Council.   Director  Ellison  interjected  that  the  Cali- 
fornia Arts  Council  is  holding  three  regional  meetings  (Redding, 
Fresno  and  Costa  Mesa;  October  15,  16,  17,  respectively)  to  which  one 
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of  the  Commissioners  and  herself  would  attend.   The  meeting  is  to 
reveal  the  overall  structure  and  meaning  of  the  State-Local  Partnership 
Program,  and  each  representative  agency  is  to  be  "walked  through"  the 
process. 

President  Taliaferro  reported  that,  in  addition,  the  planning  grant  of 
$12,000  will  be  available  in  October  1980  with  the  deadline  of 
February  1981  for  submission  of  the  plan.   By  March  it  would  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  would  then  be  forwarded  to 
Sacramento  for  approval.   He  commented  that  the  $12,000  was  earmarked 
for  any  expenditures  related  to  the  planning  process. 

Commissioner  Mayer  added  that  it  is  important  to  remember  that  for  the 
first  couple  of  years,  the  planning  would  be  ongoing,  and  the  $12,000 
could  be  used  as  a  match  to  attract  private  funds.   He  also  reported 
that  if  the  State-Local  Partnership  Program  is  successful  in  these 
first  stages,  there  is  the  possibility  that  the  Local  Organizations' 
budget  may  be  moved  over  to  the  State-Local  Partnership  Program,  which 
is  currently  about  $3,000,000,  and  if  so,  the  local  agencies  would  have 
considerably  more  to  work  with. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  added  that  because  of  the  size  of  jurisdiction 
that  San  Francisco  has  in  comparison  to  a  smaller  county,  the  California 
Arts  Council  does  not  expect  a  completely  formulated  policy  by  March 
1981.   Director  Ellison  concurred  that  it  is  understood  that  the  plan 
could  be  changed. 

After  discussion,  President  Taliaferro  called  for  a  resolution  to 
accept  the  Board  of  Supervisors  unanimous  decision  to  designate  the 
San  Francisco  Art  Commission  as  the  local  agency  for  the  California 
Arts  Council's  State-Local  Partnership  Program. 

Resolution  #1980-690  Acceptance  of  Responsibility 

to  Administer   CAC's  State- 
Local  Partnership  Program 
RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  accept  the  Board  of 
Supervisor's  Designation  of  the  Art  Commission  as  Official  Agency 
to  administer  funds  from  the  California  Arts  Council's  State-Local 
Partnership  Program. 

Suki  Lilienthal  representing  the  Bay  Area  Dance  Coalition  asked  that 
input  from  representatives  of  various  disciplines  in  the  community  arts 
and  major  institutions  be  considered  by  the  Art  Commission,  and  that 
the  plan  be  effectively  communicated  to  the  community.   Ultimately,  it 
is  hoped  that  each  representative  discipline  would  be  allowed  the 
responsibility  to  select  someone  to  the  advisory  panel. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  suggested  that  the  office  begin  the  process  to 
hire  someone  to  work  part-time  for  three  months  to  set  up  the  plan. 
Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Nemerovski  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval 
of  the  Commission. 
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Resolution  #1980-692  Authorizing  Director  Ellison  to 

hire  a  staff  person  for  State-Local 
Partnership  Program 


RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  Director  Ellison 
to  hire  someone  when  it  is  feasible  on  a  part-time  basis  to  set  up  the 
State-Local  Partnership  Program. 

President  Taliaferro  reported  on  the  Grand  Jury  report  which  commends 
the  staff  for  work  accomplished  under  difficult  circumstances. 

President  Taliaferro  pointed  out  that  the  San  Francisco  Blues  Festival 
had  received  a  tremendous  amount  of  good  press  and  announced  that  PBS 
is  thinking  about  televising  the  Blues  Festival  in  the  future. 

MINUTES        President  Taliaferro  asked  for  approval  of  the  minutes. 

Commissioner  Mayer  asked  that  the  minutes  be  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows on  Page  4,  paragraph  5:   "Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the

Commissioner  Mayer  also  asked  for  amendment  to  Page  4,  paragraph  6 
to  read:   "Commissioner  Mayer  explained  that  this  issue  had  been 
placed  before  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  several  months  before ,  and 
that  the  proclamation  does  not  exactly  reflect  the  action  of  the 
Committee  which  had  recommended  support  of  the  Goodman  Plan.   The 
proclamation  would  encourage  the  Mayor  to  effect  a  dialogue  between 
interested  parties.   The  proclamation  would  put  the  Art  Commission 
on  record  as  endorsing  the  continuation  of  the  cultural  aspect  of  the 
building. " 

Director  Ellison  asked  that  Resolution  #1980-689,  Page  9  of  the 
minutes,  be  amended  to  read:   "RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does 
hereby  approve  sponsorship  of  City  Celebration  Concerts  in  Hallidie 
Plaza,  Saturday  and  Sunday  through  December  28,  1980."

DIRECTOR'S     Director  Ellison  announced  the  filling  of  two  Art  Commission  Civil 
REPORT        Service  positions  by  Leland  Mellott  who  oversees  financial  documents 
and  Sylvia  Ryugo,  Secretary.   Ms.  Ryugo  was  formally  introduced. 
Director  Ellison  announced  the  establishment  of  regular  staff  meetings 
that  will  serve  to  improve  communications  on  all  levels . 

POPS  CONCERTS 

Director  Ellison  presented  a  financial  report  on  the  concerts  of  which 
a  copy  was  given  to  each  Commissioner.   The  concerts  had  been  extremely 
successful  and  had  generated  enough  revenue  to  pay  off  last  year's 
outstanding  bills  as  well  as  provide  $25,000  to  the  Neighborhood  Arts 
Program,  $2,000  to  the  San  Francisco  Blues  Festival  and  $3,000  to  the 
San  Francisco  Annual  Arts  Festival  with  a  remaining  balance  of 
$27,977.50.   Ms.  Ellison  said  she  would  like  to  retain  at  least 
$20,000  towards  next  year's  concerts.   In  addition,  the  concerts  had 
generated  $5,700  revenue  to  the  City  from  the  caterer. 

REQUESTS  FOR  FUNDING 

Director  Ellison  asked  for  approval  of  sponsorship  for  the  Civic 
Chorale  concert  in  December  1980  in  the  amount  of  $2,500.   This  will 
be  a  free  concert;  it  will  also  be  the  first  choral  concert  to  be 
presented  in  Davies  Hall.   The  following  resolution  was  submitted 
by  Commissioner  Vedensky,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Paterson  and  met 
unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 

Resolution  #1980-693  Sponsorship  of  Civic  Chorale's 

Concert  at  Davies  Hall  in  the 

Amount  of  $2,500 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Civic  Chorale's  December  1980  concert  in  Davies  Hall  and  an  allo- 
cation from  the  Performing  Arts  Fund  in  the  amount  of  $2,500. 

Director  Ellison  presented  a  request  from  Ian  White ,  Director  of  the 
Fine  Arts  Museums,  for  financial  assistance  in  order  to  continue  the 
organ  concerts  at  the  Legion  of  Honor.   She  reminded  the  Commissioners 
that  they  had  supported  these  concerts  two  years  ago.   The  request  was 
in  the  amount  of  $2,800;  she  recommended  an  allocation  of  $1,500. 
Commissioner  Vedensky  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Paterson  and  met  with  unanimous  approval  of 
the  Commission:

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Fine  Arts  Museum's  organ  concerts  in  the  amount  of  $1,500. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  asked  that  there  be  prior  notice  on  issues 
requiring  resolutions  to  expend  future  monies  from  the  Performing 
Arts  Fund  now  that  the  Commission  has  a  balance  remaining.  As  a 
result  it  was  suggested  that  the  Music  Committee  become  active  to 
discuss  a  plan  for  expenditure  of  those  funds.

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  recognize  the  need  to  reactivate 

the  Music  Committee  and  approves  the  reformation  of  the  Committee. 

MANAGEMENT  COUNCIL  MEETING 

Director  Ellison  made  a  report  on  her  attendance  at  a  Management 
Council  meeting  at  which  time  she  heard  about  the  Mayor's  Pro-Bono 
Committee  which  is  comprised  of  major  executives  who  provide  assis- 
tance to  various  larger  city  departments.   Director  Ellison  voiced 
a  concern  that  "small"  city  departments  be  considered  as  well  and 
received  encouragement  to  submit  specific  projects  to  the  Mayor's 
Office  who  would  then  refer  them  to  the  Pro-Bono  Committee  based  upon 
merit.   Director  Ellison  asked  for  special  assistance  on  two  items: 

1)  Assistance  on  the  renovation  of  the  cultural  centers  (either 
financial  or  by  actual  construction  work) ;  and 

2)  Assistance  on  the  mounting  of  a  publicity  campaign  for  the 
Art  Commission's  programs  and  activities. 

Ms.  Ellison  had  been  notified  that  the  projects  have  been  forwarded  to 
the  Pro-Bono  Committee  for  its  review. 
HI-FI  SHOW 

Director  Ellison  was  contacted  by  the  public  relations  firm  who  is 
handling  the  up-coming  Hi-Fi  Show  in  the  Civic  Auditorium  regarding 
performing  groups  who  might  be  interested  in  performing  for  free . 
Director  Ellison  has  relayed  the  information  to  the  Neighborhood  Arts 
Program,  and  the  directors  of  the  cultural  centers  are  checking  into 
interested  parties.  A  possible  'reward'  is  a  recording  session. 

NACAA  CONFERENCE 

Director  Ellison  asked  for  permission  to  attend  (pending  availability

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draft  which  will  then  be  submitted  to  the  Art  Commission,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  finally  to  the  voters  for  public  approval.

In  addition,  Commissioner  Nemerovski  said 
that  there  needs  to  be  some  compromise  because  there  are  other  people  involved  besides 
Street  Artists. 

VISUAL  ARTS  COMMITTEE 

Mr.  Elio  Benvenuto  made  a  report  on  the  San  Francisco  Annual  Art  Festival.   The 
Commission  had  determined  that  inspite  of  the  fact  that  no  funding  was  allocated 
in  the  budget,  the  Festival  would  be  presented.   The  artists'  fees  had  been  doubled 
for  the  craft  entries;  this  had  raised  $11,515;  $9,600  had  been  allocated  by  the 
Chief  Administrator's  Office.   These  funds  along  with  the  Art  Commission  allocation 
of  $3,000  and  the  $1,000  from  Flax,  had  been  utilized  to  present  the  Festival.   The 
size  had  to  be  reduced  due  to  the  small  amount  of  funding,  however  it  opened  as 
planned  on  September  24,  1980  and  ran  through  September  28,  1980.  On  the  average 
20,000  people  visited  the  Festival  each  day  and  those  artists  who  were  interviewed 
felt  satisfied  with  their  sales.  A  total  of  about  800  artists  were  screened,  of 
which  200  artists  were  accepted  to  exhibit  at  the  Festival.   In  comparison,  last 
year  about  2500  artists  works  were  screened,  of  which  800  artists  were  accepted  to 
exhibit.   No  funds  were  available  for  purchase  prizes,  however,  the  jury  selected 
14  awards  of  merit  and  each  artist  will  be  given  a  scroll.   The  following  is  a  list 
designating  the  awardees :

Sponsorship  of  "Black  Masque"  at  Davies  Hall  -  Deleted  from  Consent  Calendar 
President  Taliaferro  opened  up  this  item  for  discussion.  Commissioner  Nemerovski 
expressed  concern  that  she  did  not  have  adequate  information  on  this  item  to  vote 
on  it  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Art  Commission  is  offering  cospon- 
sorship  in  the  amount  of  $40,000.   Commissioner  Nemerovski  also  asked  that  it  be 
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explained  where  the  money  would  come  from. 

President  Taliaferro  responded  that  it  is  the  expressed  desire  of  the  Art  Commis- 
sion's Music  Committee  to  cosponsor  a  new  kind  of  music  program.   President 
Taliaferro  explained  that  Milton  William's  "Black  Masque"  integrates  every  form  of 
the  performing  arts  including  dance  and  music.   He  informed  the  Commission  that 
Chevron  is  a  sponsor  for  the  "Black  Masque"  and  it  was  the  decision  of  the  Committee 
to  recommend  that  the  Art  Commission  join  with  this  effort.   San  Francisco  Symphony 
are  also  extremely  interested.   Commissioner  Nemerovski  said  she  questions  the 
concept  of  putting  $40,000  into  a  performance  because  it  is  a  very  great  leap  from 
the  usual  support  that  is  granted  to  smaller  organizations  in  the  amounts  of  $1,500 
and  $2,500. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  acknowledged  the  importance  of  the  event,  and  said  that  because 
of  the  enormous,  potential  support  that  would  go  to  it,  the  Art  Commission  should 
review  the  proposal  more  thoroughly.   Commissioner  Paterson  asked  how  many  perfor- 
mances would  take  place  and  also  asked  if  the  Art  Commission  would  be  certain  to  get 
a  return  on  the  $40,000.  President  Taliaferro  responded  that  two  performances  would 
take  place  under  the  Art  Commission's  sponsorship  and  that  revenues  from  the  ticket 
sales  would  come  back  to  the  Art  Commission.   Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  if 
Mr.  Williams  could  make  a  presentation  at  the  next  Commission  meeting,  and  Commis- 
sioner Nemerovski  requested  a  full  packet  of  information  on  the  proposal  prior  to 
the  next  meeting.   President  Taliaferro  said  that  he  would  invite  Mr.  Williams  to 
make  a  presentation.   He  informed  the  Commissioners  that  Mr.  Williams  received 
great  acclaim  when  he  did  Leonard  Bernstein's  "Mass". 

VISUAL  ARTS  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Frankenstein  (Commissioner  Mayer  chaired  in 

Chairman  Frankenstein's  absence) 

The  Visual  Arts  Committee  had  met  just  prior  to  today's  Art  Commission  meeting  and 
approved  three  murals  presented  by  the  artists.   Chairman  Mayer  submitted  the 
following  resolution  which  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rodriguez  and  carried 
unanimously  by  the  Art  Commission. 

Resolution  #1980-735  North  Beach  Housing  Project  Mural 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  approves  the  design  for  the  North  Beach  Housing 
Project  Mural  as  submitted  by  artist  Kym  Sites. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  asked  that  the  North  Beach  Housing  Project  mural  be  presented 
to  the  Commission.   Kym  Sites  presented  her  mural  painting  proposal  which  is  to 
cover  the  entire  wall  and  carries  an  underwater  animal  and  vegetation  theme. 
Commissioner  Vedensky  expressed  his  concern  that  the  drawing  does  not  depict  the 
relationship  of  the  mural  painting  to  the  entire  Housing  Project.  He  stated  that 
there  are  other  murals  at  the  Housing  Project  and  that  the  murals  bear  no  thematic 
relationship  to  each  other.   Commissioner  Vedensky  expressed  concern  that  in  the 
absence  of  a  tie-ing  together,  the  murals  would  appear  to  be  isolated  in  their 
presentation  and  said  that  he  would  like  to  see  a  mural  proposal  that  takes  the 
overall  architectural  environment  into  consideration.   Ms.  Sites  explained  that  she 
is  attempting  to  create  an  environment  for  that  wall  bearing  a  relationship  to  the 
nearby  Bay.   Discussion  ensued.   Commissioner  Nemerovski  then  suggested  that  an 
overall  plan  be  initiated  on  the  murals  that  now  exist  so  that  the  Commission  could 
be  better  informed  of  what  the  overall  mural  representation  in  San  Francisco  is. 
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Mr.  James  Dong  presented  his  mural  project  which  will  be  on  Sutter  Street  between 
Buchanan  and  Webster  Streets,  and  cover  the  wall  which  is  40'  x  150'.   Commissioner 
Nemerovski  asked  if  it  would  face  Sutter  Street,  and  Mr.  Dong  replied  that  the 
mural  would  not  face  Sutter  Street  but  start  from  Sutter  Street  and  continue  back. 
Mr.  Dong  felt  that  his  proposal  is  designed  with  the  architecture  in  mind. 
Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Alley  and  met  with  approval  by  all  the  Commissioners  except  for 
Chairman  Frankenstein  who  claimed  that  the  design  seems  confusing  and  that  the 
immediate  understanding  of  the  mural  statement  is  not  clear. 
Resolution  #1980-736  Japantown  Mural 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  approves  the  design  for  the  Japantown  Mural 
as  submitted  by  artist  James  Dong. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  then  asked  if  the  mural  was  presented  to  community  members 
and  if  the  mural  was  well  understood  by  community  members  Japanese  and  non-Japanese. 
Mr.  Dong  said  that  he  has  shown  it  to  community  members  and  everyone  approved  as 
well  as  understood  his  proposal.   Commissioner  Rodriguez  then  stated  that  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee  had  approved  the  mural  subject  to  the  features  being  painted 
very  specifically  such  as  the  details  be  made  authentic  in  their  representation. 
Mr.  Dong  then  gave  an  explanation  of  the  mural.   Commissioner  Vedensky  suggested 
that  the  Japantown  mural  reflect  a  more  human  scale  so  that  the  bottom  area  of  the 
mural  is  no  less  overwhelming  from  close  up  than  from  a  distance. 

Commissioner  Mayer  then  asked  for  a  presentation  of  the  Howard  Langton  Mini  Park 
mural  proposal,  represented  by  Ms.  Nan  Park  and  Mr.  Joe  Perretti.   Mr.  Perretti 
said  that  their  painting  represents  Pilipino-American  Friendship  and  is  to  be  loca- 
ted on  Howard  Street  between  7th  and  8th  Streets  on  a  wall  that  is  32'  x  100'. 
Mr.  Perretti  said  that  he  feels  that  the  mural  will  lift  the  pride  of  the  South  of 
Market  residents,  and  that  in  the  painting  are  landmarks  of  the  Philippines. 
Commissioner  Vedensky  said  that  he  liked  the  scale  of  this  painting.   Commissioner 
Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Vedensky 
and  met  with  approval  from  the  Commission. 

Resolution  #1980-737  Howard  Langton  Mini  Park  Mural 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  design  proposal  for  the 
Howard  Langton  Mini  Park  as  submitted  by  artists  Nan  Park  and  Joe  Perretti. 

President  Taliaferro  then  brought  the  dilemma  of  the  Holly  Courts  Project  to  the 
attention  of  the  Commission,  and  called  on  Ms.  Claire  Josephson,  Mural  Resource 
Center  assistant,  and  Mr.  Mike  Mosher,  Art  Commission  Muralist,  to  inform  the 
Commission  of  the  current  status.   Ms.  Josephson  said  that  the  Housing  Authority 
first  requested  signatures  from  tenants  to  stop  the  painting  over  the  murals,  the 
Housing  Authority  claiming  that  they  had  received  permission  from  the  tenants  to 
paint  over  the  murals.   The  last  word  that  they  (Claire  and  Mike)  have  received  is 
that  their  signatures  have  not  been  recognized  by  the  Housing  Authority  and  that 
there  will  be  a  tenants'  meeting  on  November  6,  1980.   Claire  suggested  a  letter 
of  agreement  with  other  city  departments  be  initiated  so  that  written  documenta- 
tion would  prevent  this  situation  from  recurring.   Commissioner  Mayer  stated  that 
there  must  be  some  protection  of  artists  in  this  type  of  situation.   Ms.  Josephson 
stated  that  it  gets  to  a  point  of  questioning  ownership,  whether  the  mural  belongs 
to  the  Art  Commission  or  the  Housing  Authority.

President  Taliaferro  then  stated  that  he  recommends  that  no  further  murals  be 
initiated  on  Housing  Authority  property  until  this  problem  is  resolved.   Com- 
missioner Mayer  added  that  in  California  there  is  a  law  which  protects  artists 
from  the  debasement  of  their  art  works;  however,  the  issue  surrounding  murals 
is  of  a  different  nature  to  the  extent  that  a  clause  is  included  in  the  law 
which  suggests  that  murals  be  painted  on  removable  panels. to  facilitate  their 
removal  if  necessary.   Director  Ellison  stated  that  she  has  a  letter  ready  to 
go  to  the  Office  of  Community  Development  protesting  the  painting  over  of  the  murals 
at  Holly  Courts.   She  informed  the  Commission  that  there  are  no  legal  documents 
between  the  Housing  Authority  and  the  Office  of  Community  Development. 
Mr.  Benvenuto  suggested  that  the  artists'  contract  should  include  a  clause  about 
the  longevity  of  the  mural.   Kathie  Cinnater,  Director  of  the  Mural  Resource 
Center,  stated  that  she  would  like  to  see  an  agreement  take  place  between  the 
concerned  agencies,  but  that  she  would  like  the  Commission  to  allow  the  committed 
projects  to  continue  as  artists  have  received  deadlines  for  the  completion  of 
murals  or  the  funding  will  be  recalled.   Director  Ellison  stated  that  this  situa- 
tion could  be  a  strong  circumstance  for  a  delay  of  those  deadlines.   Ms.  Cinnater 
expressed  the  need  to  move  on  with  the  projects  while  the  interagency  understand- 
ing is  determined  as  there  is  a  very  important  need  to  comply  with  the  deadline 
that  the  Office  of  Community  Development  has  imposed.   President  Taliaferro  stated 
that  to  continue  with  the  projects  would  be  wasteful  because  there  is  no  guarantee 
that  this  situation  would  not  happen  again,  thereby  wasting  money  and  materials. 
President  Taliaferro  stressed  that  procedures  need  to  be  established  that  would 
include  the  definition  of  responsibilities  by  each  concerned  agency  and  the 
artist  (s)  involved.   Commissioner  Nemerovski  then  stated  that  if  the  Art  Com- 
mission is  responsible,  the  Housing  Authority  has  the  responsibility  for  notifying 
the  Art  Commission  and  suggested  that  the  City  Attorney  write  a  letter  delineating 
this.   Mr.  Art  Williams  added  that  Mr.  Diaz  has  agreed  to  include  the  restoration 
and  destruction  clause  in  mural  contracts  although  there  is  still  discussion  tak- 
ing place  on  the  copyright  issue. 

Commissioner  Alley  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Mayer  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Art  Commission. 
Resolution  #1980-738  Suspend  Action  on  Future  Murals 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  suspend  action  on  all  future  murals, 
until  such  time  that  agreements  are  forged  with  the  appropriate  city  agencies; 
agreements  are  to  include  the  delineation  of  time  that  the  murals  shall  stand  as 
painted. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  reported  on  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting  at  the 
Millbrae  Suburban  Headquarters  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  which  has 
approximately  $30,000  available  for  their  Art  Enrichment  Program.   Commissioner 
Rodriguez  stated  the  Committee  has  decided  to  recommend  approval  of  two  artists, 
Manuel  Neri  and  Carmen  Lomas  Garza,  who  are  to  be  invited  to  submit  proposals  for 
the  Art  Enrichment  Program.   Commissioner  Rodriguez  submitted  the  following  resolu- 
tion which  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Frankenstein  and  unanimously  carried  by 
the  Commission. 
Resolution  #1980-739  Approval  of  Millbrae  Water  Project 

Art  Enrichment  Program  Artists 
RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  recom- 
mendation to  invite  Manuel  Neri  and  Carmen  Lomas  Garza,  artists,  to  submit  designs/ 
proposals  for  the  Art  Enrichment  Program  at  the  Millbrae  Suburban  Headquarters  of 
the  San  Francisco  Water  Department. 
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Further  discussion  on  the  Millbrae  Art  Enrichment  Program  showed  that  the  final 
proposals  would  come  before  the  Commission  for  approval.

Commissioner  Vedensky  then  reported  on  the  Airport  Joint  Committee  meetings  which 
took  place  on  October  9  and  October  22.  President  Taliaferro  had  said  that  in 
accordance  with  Section  12B  of  the  Administrative  Code,  when  the  Art  Commission 
does  consider  a  company  for  contract,  an  Affirmative  Action  check  must  be  implemented 
through  the  Human  Rights  Commission.   President  Taliaferro  suggested  that  Blue  Peter 
Company  be  reviewed  to  see  whether  or  not  the  company  is  in  compliance  with  Affirma- 
tive Action  laws.   Commissioner  Nemerovski  asked  if  that  was  the  only  bid  that  was 
taken  and  Commissioner  Vedensky  answered  yes.   Commissioner  Nemerovski  then  asked 
if  that  was  a  legal  procedure.  President  Taliaferro  said  that  a  reading  on  this  had 
been  requested  from  the  City  Attorney.  President  Taliaferro  suggested  tabling  any 
resolution.   Commissioner  Mayer  suggested  that  the  Commission  approve  of  Blue  Peter 
Company  pending  clearance  of  the  company  on  the  two  issues. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  then  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Mayer  and  met  with  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission.

Commissioner  Rodriguez  stated  that  he  saw  the  exhibit  in  Washington,  D.C.  and 
was  very  disappointed  that  it  was  an  alleged  "worldwide"  glass  exhibit  and  yet  there 
was  no  representation  of  artists  from  Latin  America  or  Africa.   Ke  stated  that  the 
Art  Commission  should  consider  withholding  approval  of  a  show  that  claims  to  be 
worldwide  and  in  fact  is  not.  President  Taliaferro  said  that  the  minutes  will  reflect 
this  valid  concern.

Ms.  Bernice  Bing,  Director  of  Support  Services  for  the  Arts  and  the  South  of  Market 
Cultural  Center  (SOMAR)  asked  if  that  meant  closing  down  the  Support  Services  for 
the  Arts  and  President  Taliaferro  said  that  the  Support  Services  would  be  relocated. 
Ms.  Bing  then  stated  that  there  should  be  alternatives  such  as  to  lease  the  building 
to  interested  parties.   President  Taliaferro  then  emphasized  that  the  purpose  of  the 
meeting  is  to  put  forth  and  consider  alternatives,  and  that  all  interested  parties 
should  be  informed  of  this  agenda  item  and  to  come  prepared  to  discuss  it  at  the 
meeting  on  November  20,  1980. 
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Street  Artists  Program  Committee  -  Chairman  Taliaferro 

President  Taliaferro  stated  that  the  Blue  Ribbon  Committee  to  draft  legislation 
for  the  new  Street  Artists  law  is  progressing  very  well.   There  are  four  street 
artists,  three  merchants,  a  representative  from  the  Mayor's  Office  and  two 
Art  Commissioners  (Commissioner  Mayer  and  Commissioner  Nemerovski)  on  the  Com- 
mittee.  President  Taliaferro  stated  that  he  is  very  pleased  with  with  Committee's 
work  and  that  the  main  agenda  is  to  work  out  the  philosophy,  and  then  draft  the 
legislation  with  that  philosophy  in  mind. 

Mr.  Howard  Lazar  then  made  a  report  on  the  Market  Street  Project  which  is  proposing 
new  street  artist  space  at  the  United  Nations  Plaza  in  conjunction  with  a  Sunday 
Farmers'  Market.   Mr.  Lazer  stated  that  having  that  particular  plaza  open  for 
street  artists  will  be  conducive  to  many  of  the  craftspeople,  especially  the 
ceramists  because  their  displays  are  larger  than  the  other  artisans ' . 

Ms.  Sharon  deZordo  then  presented  a  drawing  of  the  proposed  Farmer's  Market  and 
Street  Artist  set-up.   She  stated  that  each  vendor  will  have  an  umbrella  to  protect 
the  merchandise.   She  stated  that  they  have  received  an  inner  city  certified 
Farmer's  Market  Development  Project  Grant  from  the  State  of  California  Department 
of  Food  and  Agriculture.   She  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Market  will  be 
managed  by  the  American  Friends  Service  Committee  and  would  be  open  from  May  through 
October.   She  said  that  the  booths  would  be  maintained  by  the  American  Friends 
Service  Committee  and  that  the  fee  would  be  $15.00  per  stall.   Commissioner  Nemerovski 
asked  why  the  Farmers'  Market  was  being  limited  to  Sundays,  and  Ms.  deZordo  answered 
that  the  Market  Street  Project,  which  she  is  representing,  determined  that  it  would 
be  in  too  much  competition  with  the  City's  Farmers'  Market  to  include  Saturday  and 
the  United  Nations  Plaza  is  too  congested  to  have  the  Farmers'  Market  during  the  week. 

Commissioner  LaRocca  asked  if  the  stalls  would  have  to  come  through  the  Civic  Design 
Committee  and  President  Taliaferro  responded  yes.   Commissioner  LaRocca  then  asked 
what  other  cities  had  done  this  before  by  the  American  Friends  Service  Committee 
and  Ms.  deZordo  answered  that  Farmers'  Markets  like  the  one  she  is  proposing  have 
been  in  operation  in  Stockton,  Tracy,  Modesto  and  Sacramento.   Commissioner  Nemerov- 
ski commented  that  it  is  a  great  idea  to  establish  a  farmers'  market  in  the  inner 
city. 

Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Nemerovski  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Art  Commission. 
Resolution  #1980-748  United  Nations  Market  Plaza 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  endorse  the  Market  Street  Project  proposal 
of  the  United  Nations  Plaza  as  a  designated  sales  area  for  certified  street  artists; 
and  that  this  Commission  shall  submit  this  endorsement  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
for  their  consideration  and  action. 

Artists  Copyright 

Because  Mr.  Arch  Williams'  lawyer  was  not  present  at  the  meeting,  it  was  suggested 
that  the  copyright  issue  be  tabled.   Commissioner  Mayer  stated  that  Mr.  Diaz  is 
willing  to  meet  with  Mr.  Williams'  lawyer,  and  he  reported  that  at  present  artists' 
contracts  include  joint  copyright  with  no  reasonable  request  denied  by  either  party. 
Commissioner  Mayer  stated  that  it  is  the  result  of  efforts  to  protect  both  the 
artists  and  the  City.   Commissioner  Mayer  further  explained  that  copyright  is  a 
separate  entity  inherent  to  an  art  work  yet  is  separate  from  the  work  itself. 
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Commissioner  Frankenstein  then  asked  that  the  Music  Committee  Pops  Concert  Series 
be  brought  up  for  discussion.   Commissioner  Frankenstein  stated  that  he  opposes 
the  Music  Committee's  report  and  questioned  what  has  happened  to  the  past  resolu- 
tion for  establishing  a  competition  for  the  winner  to  appear  at  a  Pops  Concert. 
Discussion  ensued  on  a  competition  which  took  place  in  1978,  the  winner  of  which 
was  pianist,  Brian  Bader  who  played  at  the  Pops.  President  Taliaferro  stated  that 
assessment  was  made  at  the  Art  Commission  which  determined  that  "winners"  should 
be  contacted  because  of  their  ability  to  attract  large  crowds  to  the  Pops  Concerts. 
As  a  result,  the  attendance  for  the  1980  Pops  Series  was  extremely  large,  as 
opposed  to  the  attendance  in  1979  which  was  much  smaller.   Chairman  Frankenstein 
then  asked  if  the  series  is  completely  booked.  Director  Ellison  responded  that 
the  symphony  hall  dates  are  booked  but  not  the  program  themselves.   Chairman 
Frankenstein  then  asked  to  be  invited  to  the  Music  Committee  meetings. 

As  a  last  item,  Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was 

seconded  by  Commissioner  Rodriguez  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 

Commission. 

Resolution  #1980-749  Survey  of  Public  Art  in  Chicago 

RESOIATED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  approves  to  send  the  Director  to  Chicago 

for  the  purposes  of  surveying  public  art  programs  and  to  return  with  a  report  to 

the  Commission's  January  1981  meeting. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  4:35  p.m.

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  was  held  on 
Monday,  December  1,  1980  in  the  Commissioners  Room,  Main  Library,  Civic  Center. 
President  Taliaferro  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  2:15  p.m.

PRESIDENT'S      President  Taliaferro  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Art 
REMARKS  Commission  headquarters  had  suffered  a  fire  which  totally  burned 

the  back  portion  of  the  building,  CETA  offices  and  garage; 
arson  is  suspected.         President  Taliaferro  announced 
to  the  Commission  that  the  staff  would  be  relocated  by 
Tuesday  or  Wednesday.   Thelma  Shelley  and  George  Matson  offered 
a  temporary  home  in  the  Veterans  Building.   The  extent  of  the 
damage  is  not  totally  known,  however,  damage  has  occurred  to  the 
art  storage  area  in  the  basement  including  smoke  damage  and  water 
stains  to  some  of  the  prints,  drawings  and  paintings; also  smoke 
damage  to  the  front  offices.  A  fire  wall  fortunately  kept  the 
fire  from  travelling  to  the  gallery  space.   President  Taliaferro 
said  that  the  gallery  will  be  kept  and  suggested  that  the  Art 
Commission  look  into  acquiring  it  as  the  space  is  now  leased. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  asked  if  the  investigation  showed  any 
motive  for  the  arson  and  President  Taliaferro  responded  that 
there  had  not  been  any  motives  found  yet. 

Ms.  Ellison  stated  that  initially  she  had  not  been  alerted  that 
the  building  had  to  be  evacuated,  however,  on  Friday  morning,  she 
had  received  this  information  from  the  City  Engineer.   The  staff 
with  help  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works  were  going  to 
move  everything  possible  from  the  building  the  next  morning. 
As  of  this  time,  no  definite  information  is  available  as  to 
whether  we  will  be  able  to  go  back  to  the  building  or  if  it 
will  be  necessary  to  locate  permanent  new  quarters.   She  ex- 
pressed her  appreciation  to  the  staff  for  their  tremendous 
cooperation  in  what  had  been  a  dreadful  experience.

Commissioner  Frankenstein  submitted  the  following  resolution 
which  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Alley  and  met  with  the 
unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 

Resolution  #1980-750  Approval  of  the  Minutes 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Art  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the 
minutes  of  November  3,  1980  as  mailed. 

Director  Ellison  gave  an  updated  account  of  the  Holly  Courts 
Mural  controversy  in  which  a  series  of  murals  were  painted  out 
without  the  artists'  permission  or  the  Art  Commission's  know- 
ledge.  Director  Ellison  received  a  response  to  her  letter  to 
the  Office  of  Community  cevelopment  which  concurred  with  the 
need  to  have  a  clearly  written  agreement  which  protects  artists 
from  this  kind  of  violation,  however,  Community  Development  feels 
that  this  agreement  must  be  between  the  Art  Commission  and  the 
other  agency  involved. 

Director  Ellison  informed  the  Commission  that  she  had  contacted 
Artists'  Embassy  for  an  update  on  the  progress  of  rehabilitation 
of  the  space  at  Hallidie  Plaza.   Various  items  of  furniture  and 
paint  have  been  donated  and  the  group  hopes  to  open  early  1981. 

As  announced  at  last  month's  Commission  meeting,  the  Pickle 
Family  Circus  will  be  opening  at  the  Marines  Memorial  Theater 
on  January  19,  1981.   Commissioner  Paterson  is  working  with 
the  Pickle  Family  Circus  to  involve  the  Commissioners  and  to  set 
up  a  reception  on  opening  night. 

Director  Ellison  introduced  Mr.  Jim  Burns  who  has  been  hired  to 
develop  a  plan  for  implementation  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Com- 
mission's State/Local  Partnership  Program.   Mr.  Burns  passed  a 
preliminary  fact  sheet  to  the  Art  Commission  and  indicated  that 
he  hopes  to  meet  with  Director  Ellison  during  December  to  dis- 
cuss the  program.   He  plans  to  conduct  workshops  after  the 
Christmas  season,  and  reported  that  his  intentions  are  to  include 
the  art  constituency,  the  user  community,  and  the  support  community 
both  from  the  private  and  public  sectors. 

President  Taliaferro  asked  if  Mr.  Burns  could  meet  the  pressing 
deadlines  implicit  in  the  timetable.   Mr.  Burns  responded  in  the 
affirmative  and  explained  that  eight  sub-workshops  would  be  held 
before  March.   Commissioner  Nemerovski  asked  if  the  plan  would 
be  brought  before  the  Art  Commission  for  its  approval  by  March 
1981.   Mr.  Burns  responded  that  there  would  be  enough  details 
to  ask  for  approval  of  a  preliminary  plan.   President  Taliaferro 
appointed  an  Art  Commission  State/Local  Partnership  Program 
Committee  to  work  with  Mr.  Burns:   Commissioner  Mayer,  Chairman, 
Commissioner  Nemerovski  and  Commissioner  LaRocca.

END  OF  CONSENT  CALENDAR 

STREET  ARTISTS  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Taliaferro 

President  Taliaferro  reported  on  the  recommendation  to  change  criteria  for 
beadcraft  because  of  a  need  to  tighten  up  in  several  areas.   The  current  con- 
troversy stems  from  the  most  recent  recommendation  of  the  Street  Artist  Program 
Advisory  Committee  that  requires  50  percent  of  the  beads  to  be  handmade.   The 
regulation  would  not  take  effect  for  90  days  from  passage,  thereby  avoiding  losses 
during  the  Christmas  season.   President  Taliaferro  made  a  motion  to  approve  the 
Advisory  Committee's  recommendation  which  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Mayer. 
Discussion  followed. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  opened  the  discussion  by  asking  why  the  Art  Commission 
didn't  wait  to  take  action  on  the  beadcraft  criteria  in  light  of  the  90  day 
stipulation,  since  the  Street  Artist  legislation  was  being  rewritten  as  a  whole. 
President  Taliaferro  responded  that  it  was  necessary  to  address  the  issue  at  the 
present  time  because  the  problem  had  become  extremely  pressing. 

Mr.  Gil  Graham,  lawyer  representing  the  beadcraft  Street  Artists,  argued  that 
the  recommendation  would  put  99  percent  of  the  beadstringers  out  of  work. 
Mr.  Graham  questioned  the  validity  of  the  recommendation  based  primarily  on 
the  premise  that  beadmakers  are  different  from  bead  assemblers.   Mr.  Graham 
insisted  that  everyone  of  the  beadstringers  uses  original  material  and  argued 
that  the  Art  Commission  was  attempting  to  regulate  quality  of  the  beads  which 
it  is  unauthorized  to  do.   In  addition,  Mr.  Graham  said  he  received  letters 
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from  Supervisors  Britt,  Walker  and  Kopp,  who  stated  that  they  had  not  received 
any  complaints  and  questioned  the  need  to  change  the  criteria  for  beadcraft. 

Mr.  Graham  asked  that  1)  there  be  a  reasonable  regulation  and  2)  the  regulation 
be  relative  to  the  objective  to  tighten  up  the  craft.   Furthermore,  Mr.  Graham 
stated  that  it  is  really  the  voters  who  should  make  the  decision;  secondly, 
under  the  proposal  adopted  by  unanimous  resolution  of  the  Art  Commission  in 
July  1980,  no  citations  have  been  issued  to  beadcrafters. 

President  Taliaferro  refuted  the  accusation  that  the  recommendation  will 
put  bead  assemblers  out  of  business  and  explained  that  the  recommendation  was 
made  in  order  to  bring  a  higher  degree  of  creativity  to  the  craft.   The 
intention  is  to  arrive  at  unique  works  of  art,  not  "commercial"  pieces. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  asked  if  the  objective  is  aimed  at  the  duplication  of 
crafts,  some  of  which  are  in  the  streets  and  found  as  well  in  the  stores. 
Commissioner  Vedensky  asked  if  the  protest  is  aimed  at  the  lack  of  creativity 
and  if  so,  put  forth  the  idea  to  approach  the  issue  in  a  different  way. 

Mr.  Mitch  Paradise  of  the  Street  Artist  Association,  however,  accused  the 
stores  of  copying  the  work  of  the  beadstringers .   Mr.  Paradise  contended 
that  the  new  proposal  would  be  impossible  to  enforce  and  furthermore,  is 
insensitive  to  street  craft,  as  well  as  an  attempt  to  impose  quality  con- 
trol.  Mr.  Paradise  argued  that  the  new  proposal  is  arbitrarily  picking  out 
the  beadstringers  and  recommended  that  the  Art  Commission  move  to  work  with 
the  regulations  on  beadcraft  which  were  approved  in  July  1980.   Amy  Wise 
spoke  for  a  consumer  action  organization  and  stated  the  need  for  the  freedom 
to  choose  from  a  variety  of  merchandise  either  on  the  streets  or  in  the 
stores. 

Mr.  Benvenuto  suggested  that  the  scope  of  the  criteria  be  enlarged  to  encompass 
both  artists  and  craftsmen. 

Commissioner  Mayer  called  on  the  Advisory  Committee  for  their  report.   Street 
Artist  Director,  Howard  Lazar  said  no  one  from  the  Committee  was  present. 
Commissioner  Mayer  asked  that  the  Advisory  Committee  be  informed  they  they 
address  this  issue  immediately  and  that  they  should  have  been  in  attendance. 

President  Taliaferro  stated  that  he  realized  that  the  new  recommendation  would 
impose  a  hardship  on  several  of  the  artists.   As  an  alternative,  he  stated  the 
possibility  of  issuing  peddler's  permits  to  those  who  will  not  qualify  under  the 
Street  Artists  Program  Committee's  beadcraft  criteria.   If  this  were  to  happen, 
those  persons  applying  for  peddler's  permits  would  come  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department.   President  Taliaferro  asked  that  there 
be  a  count  of  the  number  of  persons  who  would  come  under  the  beadcraft  review 
and  then  asked  that  the  matter  be  returned  to  Committee  for  discussion  and  that 
it  be  tabled  for  vote  until  the  next  Art  Commission  meeting. 

Commissioner  Paterson  remarked  that  the  issue  seems  to  lie  in  the  need  to  make 
a  distinction  between  art  and  craft  and  observed  that  only  then  will  valid  con- 
siderations take  place.   Commissioner  Frankenstein  complimented  Commissioner 
Paterson  for  his  insight  and  observed  that  it  is  the  fourth  year  that  an  attempt 
is  being  made  to  change  the  laws.   Commissioner  Frankenstein  urged  the  Advisory 
Committee  to  come  up  with  alternatives  that  would  prove  to  improve  the  situation 
for  everyone  involved. 
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MUSIC  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Alley 

President  Taliaferro  introduced  Mr.  Milton  Williams  who  had  been  asked  to 
make  a  presentation  on  the  "Black  Masque",  a  program  that  the  Music  Committee 
recommended  for  Art  Commission  sponsorship.   Chairman  Alley  explained  that 
the  Commission  had  been  provided  with  a  complete  proposal  that  explained  the 
concept  and  the  financial  request;  copies  of  material  had  been  sent  to  all 
commissioners . 

Commissioner  Vedensky  asked  where  the  projected  allocation  of  $40,000  would 
come  from.   Director  Ellison  explained  the  $40,000  would  come  from  the  receipts 
from  the  1981  Pops  concerts.   All  revenues  from  the  sale  of  tickets  for  the 
"Black  Masque"  would  be  returned  to  the  Commission.  Mr.  Williams  stated  that 
the  Art  Commission  would  be  risking  some  monies,  but  not  the  entire  $40,000. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  asked  how  the  various  costs  were  assigned  to  the 

Art  Commission.   Mr.  Williams  replied  that  the  figures  were  based  on  the 

Art  Commission's  normal  mode  of  operation  of  a  Pops  type  program.   Commissioner 

Paterson  asked  if  the  commitments  from  Standard  Oil  were  firm  and  Mr.  Williams 

explained  that  they  were  contingent  upon  the  Art  Commission's  commitment. 

Mr.  Williams  emphasized  that  all  the  monies  will  be  encumbered  through  the  normal 

operating  expenses  of  a  Pops  concert. 

President  Taliaferro  stated  that  the  Art  Commission  has  the  chance  to  join  with 
Standard  Oil  in  doing  a  new  work,  and  he  cited  Commissioner  Frankenstein's  appro- 
val of  the  idea  in  committee.   Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  if  there  were  any 
plans  to  document  the  performance,  either  by  film/video/or  recording.   President 
Taliaferro  said  that  this  was  an  excellent  idea  and  possibly  Channel  9  could 
be  contacted  in  this  regard. 

Mr.  Williams  then  took  the  floor  and  spoke  about  his  piece.   He  explained  that 
his  intentions  were  to  create  a  new  form  of  music  drama,  a  masque  for  total 
theatre,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  try  to  bridge  the  gap  between  opera  and 
musical  theatre.   Mr.  Williams  stated  that  it  is  a  product  of  11  years  of 
experimentation.   The  theme  of  the  story  reflects  upon  a  black  mayor  of  a 
metropolitan  city  who  finds  himself  in  a  situation  where  he  has  recently  been 
reelected  Mayor  to  a  second  term  and  also  has  been  offered  the  opportunity  to 
become  the  Vice  President  of  the  nation.   The  Masque  itself  becomes  the  life 
journey  of  this  man.   Mr.  Williams  presented  a  partial  recording  of  his  pro- 
ject and  interpreted  several  different  stages.  Mr.  Williams  was  given  a  round 
of  applause  by  the  Commissioners  and  audience  and  congratulated  by  many  persons. 
President  Taliaferro  called  for  a  motion  to  support  the  "Black  Masque" .   Com- 
missioner Mayer  made  a  motion,  which  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Paterson  and 
was  unanimously  approved  the  the  Commission. 
Resolution  #1980-768  Approval  to  Sponsor  "Black  Masque" 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  sponsorship  of  the 
"Black  Masque"  by  composer  Milton  Williams  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$40,000  (based  on  revenues  from  the  1981  Pops  Concerts  Series) . 

Funding  is  to  cover  the  costs  of  the  orchestra,  stage  crew,  box  office  and 
ticket  printing. 
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VISUAL  ARTS  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Frankenstein 

Chairman  Frankenstein  deferred  reports  to  Commissioners  Vedensky  and  Mayor 
because  of  his  inability  to  attend  meetings. 

George  R.  Moscone  Convention  Center  Joint  Committee 

Commissioner  Vedensky,  Chairman  of  this  committee,  reported  on  the  most  recent 
meetings  of  November  7  and  25,  1980.   Commissioner  Vedensky  reviewed  the  concept 
of  the  limited  competition  approved  by  the  Commission  at  the  November  meeting 
and  indicated  the  Joint  Committee  would  like  to  proceed  with  the  list  of  artists 
as  presented,  with  the  possibility  of  adding  others.   Commissioner  Mayer  stated 
that  the  current  list  of  17  artists  would  be  eligible  for  the  competition  for 
four  principle  areas  in  the  convention  center,  of  approximately  9-1/2'  x  20' 
wall  space.   Commissioner  Mayer  added  there  may  be  additional  sites,  not  yet 
defined,  and  hopefully  monies  would  be  increased  by  matching  grants  from  "Art 
in  Public  Spaces".   Another  idea  is  to  cojoin  allocations  with  the  Redevelop- 
ment Agency's  architects.   Commissioner  Mayer  informed  the  Art  Commission  that 
early  career  artists  and  three  dimensional  work  are  to  be  considered  in  the 
future  developments  of  this  project. 

Mr.  Howard  Hack  spoke  from  the  audience  criticizing  the  Joint  Committee  and 
stating  that  the  proposed  program  was  not  a  product  of  any  public  input  and 
asked  if  the  Committee  had  in  fact  attempted  to  solicit  any  public  testimony. 
Commissioner  Mayer  stated  he  proposed  a  motion  to  this  effect  but  it  did  not 
carry,  and  stated  that  the  Committee  had  not  met  yet  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
public  input,  although  all  the  meetings  have  been  held  in  public. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  responded  that  none  of  the  committee  members  wishes  to 
negate  the  importance  of  public  input  and  indicated  that  they  have  a  need  to 
respond  to  deadlines  so  that  the  art  could  be  installed  in  time  for  the  opening 
of  the  Convention  Center  in  Fall  1981.   He  then  asked  if  Mr.  Hack  had  any 
input  to  give  at  the  present  time.   Mr.  Hack  did  not  have  any  input  other  than 
that  stated  above.   President  Taliaferro  stated  the  meetings  are  open  to  the 
public  and  that  is  the  time  to  offer  any  input.   Mr.  Hack  then  responded  that 
it  was  important  to  look  at  photography,  music  pieces,  video/film,  sculpture, 
and/or  changing  exhibits.   Commissioner  Vedensky  stated  that  other  media  are 
still  under  consideration  and  that  additional  locations  are  still  under  con- 
sideration.  Mr.  Hack  then  asked  if  there  was  any  legal  document  produced  for 
this  limited  competition  and  Commissioner  Rodriguez  said  it  was  still  under 
draft.   Mr.  Hack  asked  about  East  Coast  artists,  and  which  in  fact  had  been 
contacted. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  asked  Mr.  Hack  to  put  his  questions  to  the  Joint  Committee 
at  its  next  meeting.   Mr.  Hack  then  requested  that  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
public  testimony  be  announced  in  the  newspapers  and  to  the  media.   Commissioner 
Vedensky  explained  further  that  the  Joint  Committee  was  given  the  objective  to 
purchase  the  best  work  possible.   President  Taliaferro  asked  if  there  were  any 
additions  at  the  present  time. 

Ms.  Joan  Goldman  representing  Artists  Equity  spoke  from  the  floor  and  asked 
that  the  Commission  consider  adopting  formal  guidelines  for  the  2%  ordinance 
that  would  be  subject  to  public  disclosure.   President  Taliaferro  suggested 
that  Ms.  Goldman  bring  this  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  for  discussion. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  made  a  motion  to  approve  the  artists  on  the  current  list 
which  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Mayer  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval 
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of  the  Commission. 

Resolution  #1980-769  Approval  of  17  artists  Invited  to 

Participate  in  the  Limited  Competition 
RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  list  of  17  artists  invited 
to  participate  in  the  Limited  Competition  being  conducted  by  the  George  R.  Moscone 
Convention  Center  Joint  Committee  for  the  Art  Enrichment  Program. 

This  list  of  artists  is  as  follows:   Joan  Brown,  Ron  Davis,  Roy  DeForest,  Richard 
Diebenkorn,  Sam  Francis,  Roy  Lichtenstein,  Nathan  Olivera,  Katherine  Porter, 
Joseph  Raffael,  Robert  Rauschenberg,  Raymond  Saunders,  Joan  Snyder,  Frank  Stella, 
Wayne  Thiebaud,  Paul  Wonner,  George  Miyasaki,  Gustavo  Rivera. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  noted  there  was  the  potential  of  seven  more  artists  being 
added  to  the  list,  and  perhaps  even  more,  depending  on  the  response  from  the 
original  17  invitations. 

Airport  Joint  Committee 

The  Airport  Joint  Committee  met  on  November  10,  1980  for  the  purposes  of  reviewing 
sites  at  the  North  Terminal  and  to  discuss  the  possible  contractor.   The  Joint 
Committee  decided  to  hire  the  Bluepeter  Company  on  a  professional  services  con- 
tract and  instructed  Director  Ellison  to  work  with  Director  Heath  to  write  a 
feasible  contract  as  quickly  as  possible.  At  this  time,  approval  of  the  contract 
is  pending  in  the  City  Attorney's  office. 

Visual  Arts  Committee 

Committee  meetings  had  been  held  on  November  5,  1980  and  November  25,  1980.   The 
following  murals  were  presented  for  approval . 

Susan  Cervantes,  various  sites 

Susan  Cervantes  was  present  to  seek  approval  of  4  of  her  mural  designs.  Ms.  Cervantes 
explained  that  a  total  of  4  portable  murals  would  be  executed.  Each  mural,  16  x  8' 
is  to  be  painted  on  8'  x  4'  plywood  panels  using  permanent  and  weather  proof 
materials.   They  are  planned  for  display  on  public  buildings  (libraries,  schools, 
housing  projects,  etc.)  for  varying  lengths  of  time.   The  Committee  requested 
reworking  of  one  of  the  designs  and  approved  three. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  made  a  motion  to  approve  the  3  designs  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Mayer  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 
Resolution  #1980-770  Approval  of  Susan  Cervantes 

Mural  Designs 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  three  mural  designs  by  Susan 
Cervantes,  planned  for  display  on  public  buildings  (libraries,  schools,  housing 
projects,  etc. 

Josie  Grant- Ping  Yuen  Housing  Mural 

A  mural  design  for  the  Ping  Yuen  Housing  was  presented  by  Josie  Grant.   Her  pro- 
posal was  not  passed  at  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  due  to  objections  by  Commissioner 
Rodriguez  that  the  painting  does  not  convey  authenticity  and  that  Ms.  Grant  did 
not  seem  to  be  the  appropriate  person  to  be  designing  and  executing  the  mural. 
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Ms.  Grant  stated  that  the  mural  was  a  painting  to  honor  the  martial  arts,  and 
Mr-  George  Lee  of  the  Ping  Yuen  Tenants  Association  was  present  to  testify,  on 
Ms.  Grant's  behalf,  in  answer  to  Commissioner  Rodriguez'  objections. 

President  Taliaferro  called  the  attention  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  to  the 
previous  Commission  decision  to  hold  approvals  of  mural  projects  designed  for 
Housing  Authority  property  because  of  the  recent  controversy  that  took  place 
at  the  Holly  Courts  housing  project.   Resolution  #1980-738,  November  3,  1980, 
called  for  the  suspension  of  action  on  future  murals  until  appropriate  agree- 
ments are  established.   President  Taliaferro  suggested  that  this  particular  mural 
because  it  is  to  be  on  Housing  Authority  property  be  tabled.   Commissioner  Mayer 
stated  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  should  not  have  heard  this  presentation 
and  recommended  that  staff  be  aware  of  this  regulation  in  the  future. 

Discussion  ensued  on  the  Ping  Yuen  mural.  Commissioner  Rodriguez  explained  that 
the  painting  was  inadequate  and  did  not  do  justice  to  the  Chinese  community. 
Chairman  Frankenstein  stated  that  the  drawing  was  at  this  stage  still  a  sketch 
and  that  the  completed  painting  would  prove  to  be  much  more  detailed. 

Mr.  George  Lee  of  the  Ping  Yuen  Tenants  Association  stood  up  on  Ms.  Grant's  behalf 
and  testified  that  no  person  of  Chinese  descent  that  he  knew  could  paint  in  the 
original  Chinese  style  of  which  Ms.  Grant  is  capable.   He  stated  the  tenants 
were  extremely  happy  with  Ms.  Grant's  work  and  recommended  the  Commissioners 
approve  her  design. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  then  asked  about  details  around  the  border  of  Ms.  Grant's 
design  and  observed  that  some  areas  were  treated  rather  differently  in  effect 
than  others. 

Commissioner  Mayer  then  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Frankenstein  and  met  with  the  approval  by  all  the  Commissioners 
except  Commissioner  Rodriguez. 
Resolution  #1980-771  Approval  of  Josie  Grant's 

Mural  Designs 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  Josie  Grant's  mural  design 
for  the  Ping  Yuen  Housing  property  in  Chinatown. 

24th  Street  Mini  Park  Murals 

Rene  Yanez  brought  before  the  Commission  a  need  to  review  the  24th  Street  Mini 
Park  murals.   Mr.  Yanez  said  that  there  is  a  movement  initiated  by  the  24th 
Street  Art  Committee  to  oversee  and  clean  up  the  murals.   It  was  noted  that 
this  area  has  been  nominated  to  become  a  historical  site  and  Mr.  Yanez  stated 
that  the  24th  Street  Art  Committee  is  presently  formulating  by-laws  and  guide- 
lines for  their  art  programs. 

The  existing  murals  require  renovation  or  re-painting.   The  24th  Street  Art 
Committee  has  secured  permission  from  all  the  artists  to  paint  over  the  present 
murals  with  the  exception  of  Domingo  Rivera  who  wants  to  see  his  mural  restored 
instead  of  painted  over.   The  issue  is  that  the  residents  want  a  mural  with  a 
children's  theme  which  is  very  different  from  Domingo's  style.   Mr.  Yanez 
requested  approval  of  the  proposed  children's  theme  mural,  and  then  he  would 
subsequently  try  to  secure  the  approval  of  Mr.  Rivera. 

President  Taliaferro  stated  that  it  seems  that  the  problem  is  that  Domingo  Rivera 
has  not  okayed  the  painting  over  of  his  mural  and  stated  that  it  would  be  a  bad 
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precedent  to  approve  a  design  intended  to  cover  another  mural.  Commissioner 
Vedensky  asked  if  it  was  a  matter  of  deterioration  and  if  there  was  evidence 
that  it  could  not  be  restored.  Mr.  Yanez  stated  that  the  mural  is  deteriorating, 
the  neighborhood  has  asked  for  its  removal  and  that  the  24th  Street  Art  Committee 
requested  a  different  design. 

President  Taliaferro  insisted  that  the  Art  Commission  could  not  approve  a  mural 
to  be  painted  out  unless  the  artist  gives  his  permission.   He  added  that  speci- 
fic guidelines  should  be  established  for  the  mural  program  to  address  potential 
problem  areas.   Commissioner  Rodriguez  offered  to  speak  to  Domingo  Rivera  so 
that  the  mini  park  renewal  could  take  place  as  soon  as  possible. 

Damage  to  Art  Works  in  Storage 

Mr.  Benvenuto  reported  that  Mr.  Bernstein  of  the  S.F.  Museum  of  Modern  Arts' 
Conservation  Lab  quoted  $275.00  a  day  for  his  services  for  what  would  probably 
take  two  days.   Due  to  the  extensive  fire,  there  is  a  substantial  amount  of 
smoke  damage  to  some  of  the  art  works.   Mr.  Henry  Hopkins  had  indicated  his 
willingness  to  donate  the  services  and  so  should  be  contacted  as  soon  as  possible 
about  these  circumstances. 

CIVIC  DESIGN  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Vedensky 

Rock  Anchors  and  Gunite  Installation  -  Mr.  Gene  Lam 

Chairman  Vedensky  brought  up  for  discussion  the  installation  of  rock  anchors 
and  gunite  (fake  rock)  in  an  earth  stabilization  program  requested  by  Mr.  Lam 
at  an  Upper  Terrace  location.   Mr.  Lam  and  his  architect  were  present  to  dis- 
cuss the  item.  After  discussion  of  the  proposal,  Chairman  Vedensky  and 
Commissioner  LaRocca  approved  the  project  subject  to  color  and  planting  condi- 
tions.  Chairman  Vedensky  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Rodriguez  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Art  Commission. 
Resolution  #1980-772  Approval  of  Rock  Anchors  and 

Gunite  Installation 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  Earth  Stabilization  Program 
presented  by  Mr.  Gene  Lam  as  amended  at  the  Art  Commission  meeting  on  December  1, 
1980. 

NAP/CULTURAL  FACILITIES  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Taliaferro 

A  report  had  been  mailed  out  by  NAP  Director  Alfonso  Maciel.   No  discussion  was 
held  on  his  report. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  asked  what  the  present  status  was  on  the  question  of 
selling  SOMAR.   President  Taliaferro  responded  that  the  issue  is  still  in 
committee  and  under  discussion.   No  determination  can  be  made  until  the  testing 
program  has  been  completed. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  5:15  p.m.
